Scott Presents 
Housing Code 



City Manager Roger Scott 
presented to Councilmen in a 
briefing prior to the regular 
meeting Monday a draft of the 
long-awaited minimum housing 
, standards code ordinance. 

Such an ordinance, while dis- 
cussed for some time, had been 
tabled for about a year until 
Councilman Lawrence Marshall 
brought it up again recently. 
Council then set a public hearing 
on the matter for Oct. 28. 

The original version of the 
code ran into trouble over the 
gtght of entry into homes for 
inspection. That section has now 
been removed from the new 
code. 

Another problem with the 



orginial version dealt with the 
right of appeal after a violation 
was noted. The new code calls 
for an exhaustive appeal pro- 
cess to protect the homeowner 
and tenant. 
The proposed code is similar

It will be at least another four 
to six months before a final 
decision is made on the con- 
struction of a new convention 
cultural center in Virginia 
Beach. And that final decision 
will have to be up to the voters 
in a bond issue referendum. 

Following last Monday's pub- 
lic hearing on the Planning De- 
partments 's recommendations 
for such a new facility, Council 
must now decide whether to go 
ahead, "then plan to spend some 
more money" for additional 
studies and reports, architects 
fees, and the like, according to 
City Councilman Lawrence E, 
Marshall, who headed Council's 
special committee looking into 
"the feasibility of the new center. 

Marshall said the matter pro- 
lbably won't be brought to a vote 
until "some time in the spring 
after all the facts have been 
gathered and presented to the 
public. 

The cost of the center, as 
recommended, appears to be a 
problem at the present time. 
Estimates have reached from a 
low of about $5 to $6 million 
(similar to a center ln Mon- 
roe, La. ) to a high of about 
$15 to $20 million by repre- 
sentatives of the Good Govern- 
ment Association. 

Marshall estimates a middle 
ground of about $10 million 
which be says would finance a 
first-class facility. 1W says a 
bond issue is considered the 
only way to finance the project. 
At Monday's public hearing 
on the proposed center a number 
of persons, representing civic 
interest groups voiced strong 
apprdval of the recommenda- 
tions.

Attorneys L. Charles Burlage 
and Garland Layton and devel- 
oper Horace Clstola also spoke 
in support of the project and 
pointed out how the increase 
of convention and recreational 
business the center would gen- 



erate would help finance the 
other immediateand long-range 
needs of the citv. 

Planning Director Patrick 
Standing also spoke in favor of 
the new proposed center as re- 
commended by his department. 
Council called the report com- 
prehensive and complete. 

The only voice of dissent 
came from Dan Arris, speak- 
ing for th^ Good Government 
Association. Arris, in addition 
to his high cost estimate, ob- 
jected to the building of the 



arena portion of the building 
while the city has needs such 
as schools, a paid fire depart- 
ment and higher salaries for 
teachers and other city employ- 
ees. He said this should be 
given higher priority, since (he 
center would ultimately have to 
be paid for by the taxpayers 
through a bond issue. 

Arris agreed, however, that 
the present Dome is inadequate. 

In spite of this voice in opp- 
osition Council adopted the re- 
port unanimously Monday.

Norfolk Sticks by A irport Plans 



Norfolk is still committed 
to its $12 million expansion of 
Norfolk Municpal Airport, re- 
cently renamed Norfolk Region- 
al Airport, but with each new 
[announcement of support for 
the plan there is some little 
' room for backpedalling. 

The latest endorsement has 
come from the Board of Dir- 
: ectors of the Norfolk Chamber 
of Commerce whieh Tuesday 
passed a resolution of endorse- 
ment, but at the same time 
pointed out that additional air- 
ports may be needed to serve 
all of southeastern Virginia in 
the future. The board also asked 
that the state study the air 
transportation problems in the 
south Tidewater area. 

The original proposals ig- 
nored future needs of the area 
when presented by the Norfolk 
Port and Industrial Authority 
and presented plans only for 
the expansion of the present 
facility. A wall of criticism 
from highly respected sources 
has caused much moderation . 
in' the thinking and an admission 



that the expansion is not the 
full answer. 

While federal authorities 
support some expansion in Nor- 
folk's airport they also have 
suggested that other sites be 
located for a new airport to 
serve the rapidly growing area. 

Airlines officials, while en- 
dorsing expansion of so me kind, 
are also in favor, of a new 
facility of the future/ 

The question of /expansion 
has not been the center of con- 
troversy, only the amount of 
expansion, which would include 
a new terminal building, a much- 
extended runway and taking in 
about 50 acres of the Norfolk 
Botanical Gardens. 

The $12 million figure in- 
cludes only the physical expan- 
sion, not any new land acquisi- 
tion, new roads into the airport 
(which are considered a must) 
and relocation, if necessary of 
general aviation facilities. Es- 
timates for the entire project 
have been as high as $50 to 
-$60 million. 

The Southeastern Virginia 



' Regional Planning Commission 
has. asked that a regional study 
be made before plans ard con- 
tinued for the Norfolk expansion. 
While this has been virtually 
ignored, a number of other 
groups and individuals have 
sought the same end, including 
Democratic candidate for Con- 
gress in the 2nd District, F. T. 
Stant, Jr. 

Now the SVRPC has asked the 
state to insure that a study 
of air transportation for Hamp- 
ton Roads be made in its pro- 
posed airport study. The state 
plans a major study of metro- 
politan airport needs in Vir- 
ginia. • 

While expansion is still the 
center of controversy several 
hundred thousand dollars will 
have to be spent on the present 
air terminal immediately in 
Norfolk to include enlargement 
of the present waiting room, 
expansion of the coffee shop 
and creation of a new facility 
to furnish catering service to 
the airlines. 

In addition the airlines are 



already prepared to spend a 
considerable sum of money for 
passenger lounge facilities 
which they say are absolutely 
necessary. All of these changes 
will be good only until 
a new terminal is built in 1972 
under the NP&IA plan. 

General aviation has received 
a boost in Virginia Beach from 
the np&ia also. 

fne Authority pledged sup- 
port of a small airport in the 
resort city, apparently in a 
move to appease critics in Vir- 
ginia Beach who are against 
expansion of the Norfolk facility. 

the Virginia Beach Industrial 
Authority, a City Council Com- 
mittee and a Chamber of Com- 
merce Committee have all 
worked with a number of groups 
and individuals recently in at- 
tempts to get a private airport 
in Virginia Beach, but so far 
the location of an adequate site 
which will satisfy both military 
and civilian interests has proved 
"to be the major obstacle.

Construction of the new eight- 
story, 103-room Holiday Inn at 
25th St. and the Oceanfront 
will begin immediately, accord- 
ing to L. Charles Burlage, one 
of the principals in the cor- 
poration that will build the new 
facility. 

City Council Monday approved 
the use permit for the new 
motel, the first highrise motel 
on the beachfront. The facility 
will be -built on the site of 
the old Breakers Hotel, recently 
demolished. 

Burlage said pile driving will 
take about a month-and-half and 
will begin immediately. He said 
that depending on the weather 
and oth*r eroeW* he- hopes 
the- new Holiday Inn can be 
open near the beginning of the 
summer season in 1969, but 
at least by July 1. 

Council also approved two 
other zoning applications Mon- 
day. Davis Corner Motors was 
granted permission to operate 
a minor repair shop near New- 
town Road on Virginia Beach 
Blvd. and a zoning change to 
limited commercial use at S. 
Birdneck Road and Longstreet 
Avenue was also granted. 

In other action Council ap- 
proved extension of a property 
reassessment deadline from 
Sept. 30 until Dec. 30. The 
reassessment has been going 
on for nearly a year because 
of a requirement of state law. 
The last appraisals went into 
effect in 1964. City Manager 
Roger Scott told Council that 
the project proved to be a bigger 
job than anticipated. 

A representative of the Davis 
Corner Civic League appeared 
before Council at his league's 
request to hand to the mayor 
petitions for water in the Fair 
Meadows area. He criticized 
past handling of petitions of 
the league and said he "doubted 
the sincerity of our govern- 
mental officials."

He was told that the petition- 
ing procedures had been changed 
recently and while they had not 
been completely publicized, new 
petitions had to oe presented 
by anyone requesting service. 
He was also assured that his 
area would receive the service 
in the future, since it had al- 
ready been approved in a bond 
issue. Scott also requested that 
letters be sent out to all others 
who had applied under the old 
ordinance informing them of the 
changes to prevent problems in 
other areas. 

Council received two checks 
from Harold Kellam of Kel lam- 
Eaton InswanpeCOjamounting 
to $47,276, 'o^aWJP&,000 
more than had been expected 
as late as Monday morning. 
The money was a rebate on a 
retrospective rating insurance 
plan after the outstanding safety 
record of the city kept the 
insurance premium at a mini- 



mum, according to Kellam. 

Mayor Dusch accepted the 
money for the city. One Coun- 
cilman quipped, "It's rare when 
anyone comes to us to give 
us money." 

The resignation of J. W. Wood 
from the City Planning Com- 
mission was accepted with re- 
gret of Council because of 
Wood's ill health. Walter J. 
Pankiewicz was appointed to 
fill the vacancy. 

The city also authorized the 
hiring of Langley, McDonald 
& Overman as its new sanitary 
engineering consultant since the 
prior consultant was retiring 
and closing his office. The ser- 
vices of-Barton W. Bridgwe,- aw+eiUic, 
Jr. were also accepted by Coun- chairman 
cil as landscape architect for 
the City Hall Complex at Prin- 
cess Anne for a maximum of 
150 hours at what was called 
the low rate of $12 an hour. 

Council delayed action of the 



$5,000 request by the Virginia 
Beach Friends of Music to aid 
the organization with its deficit. 
Vice Mayor Robert Cromwell 
said Council had not had time 
to discuss the matter fully. 

Consideration of a proposed 
new pay plan for juvenile pro- 
bation officers and the hiring 
of two riew probations officers 
for an intake department, al- 
though expected to be heard, 
did not come up in open meeting 
and was postponed until the next 
regular meeting. 

Council also appointed Sidney 
S. Kellam to the steering com- 
mittee of an areawide health 
committee as the city's repre- 
Kellam ha» been 
oi a larger group 
for nearly two years that has 
been studying the areawide 
health needs. The new com- 
mittee is merely a committee 
within a committee to proceed 
further.

The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
have been conducting a voter 
registrations drive in the area. 

The drive is basically one of 
informing the public of the Reg- 
istration qualifications and ad- 
vising them of the locations 
of local registrars. The attack 
has focused on enlightenment 
rather than on door-to-door 
canvasses. 

As part of the drive, a bill- 
board has been erected near 
Chesopeian Colony and posters 
have been displayed at The Hub 
in Princess Anne Plaza to make 
registration information avail- 
able to the public. 

The Jaycees have also dis- 
tributed -pamphlets to unregis- 
tered voters, which advise the 
public of the requisites for 
registering and places to reg- 
ister. 

This public service of the 
Governmental Affairs Commit- 
tee is primarily concerned with 
encouraging registration of the 
more than 20,000 residents of 
Virginia Beach who could reg- 
ister, but have not , and there- 
fore, cannot participate in the 
presidential election. 



A trial date for former jailer 
Kenneth Lyles Is expected to 
bei set during next Monday's 
docket call of Circuit Court on 
the charge of aiding a prisoner 
in efforts to escape from the 
Virginia Beach City Jail. 

Lyles, 55, whose Virginia 
Beach address was Mable Lane, 
was indicted by a grand jury 
on the charge that he allegedly 
supplied Randall Coakley, Jr. 
with an apparent duplicate of 
a jailer's key, but which police 
officials said would not open 
any doors of the jail because 
of a flaw in the groves of the 
key. Coakley, 24, of 13th Street, 
has been imprisoned on con- 
viction of armed, robbery 
charges. 

Coakley, as was reported in 
the Sept. 12 issue of the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN, reportedly 
changed his mind about escap- 
ing on the basis of "personal 
reasons" and turned the key 
over to authorities. Coakley 
has also reportedly told police 
that Lyles was to allow him 
to escape from the jail and 
that the key was merely a de- 



vice to remove any suspicion 
from Lyles. 

Investigation indicates the key 
was never intended to open any 
door of the City Jail and had 
purposely been manufactured 
with an imperfection, according 
to police. 

. City Sgt. John E. Marr, who 
is responsible for the operation 
of the City Jail, says he dis- 
missed Lyles during the early 
part of August. Lyles reportedly 
is now in Corpus Chrlsti, Texas. 
The matter of returning Lyles 
to Virginia Beach to face the 
charge has been turned over 
to Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans. Evans told the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN "I have 
talked with Lyles' defense coun- 
sel and he assured me Lyles 
would be here on the date which 
will be specified for his trial. 
With this assurance we have 
withheld the extradition proce- 
dure," 

Members of the Virginia 
Beach police department are 
continuing their investigation 
Into the discovery of a 25- 
callber pistol, a supply of 25- 



caliber ammunition and hacksaw 
blades in the maximum security 
section of the City Jail during 
the summer. 

Detective Sgt. Warren L. 
Grant, in charge of the inves- 
tigation, earlier said the inves- 
tigation was hampered by a lack 
of cooperation on the part of 
those who could assist police. 
This apparently is still the 
case. 

Grant now jays, "While in- 
formation was being received 
from certain individuals during 
the month of August, which 
pointed to those responsible for 
placing the pistol and ammuni- 
tion in the jail, no contact 
has been made with my office 
since Sept. !"• * 

Another question still to be 
answered concerns whether the 
escape of three men from the 
City Jail, Leroy Boone, Cleve- 
land Davis and Elton Askew, 
was in any -way connected to 
the placing of the pistol, am- 
munition and hacksaw blades 
ln the jail, as well as the

Don't Muddy the Waters Now 



There is no doubt in anyone's 
mind who has the besi interests 
of Virginia Beach at heart. We 
must have a new cultural -con- 
vent ion center as soon- as is 
entirely practicle. 

It is a pity that a represen- 
tative of an organization known 
as the Good Government Assoc- 
iation finds it necessary to 
question the arena that has been 
recommended to be included.

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This past year seems to have been speci- 
fically categorized as a year of student turmoil 
and rebellion. Students at the Sorbonne in 
Paris rioted in the streets. There was an 
unparalleled student insurrection at Columbia 
University in New York. Students rioted in 
practically every major university in Europe. 
Student rebellions against their academic insti- 
tutions reached such proportion that it suddenly 
seemed that it was the thing to do, the "in" 
thing, so to speak. 

However, though the student rebellions all 
seem to have been precipitated roughly in the 
same time sequence, no generallstic statement 
as to cause and effect can honestly be made. 
If there was a world-wide cause, it would 
seem that at heart it was an irrational one. 
Each particular country has its own particular 
problems in regards to the student-university 
relationship. 

After having been in France for a time and 
having talked with a variety of people there, 
several conclusions pertaining to the student 
rebellion in France are readily apparent. 
The whole problem can be stated quite simply. 
In point of fact, the French education system 
has not bothered to keep up with either the 
changing technologies or the other demands 
of modejn 20th century life. The French 
system is archaic, to say the least. It doesn't 
begin to prepare its students for life in the 
world. Everyone, regardless of vocation or 
interest, must pursue a course of classical 
education. Students in the United States might 
have a hard time understanding the great " 
pressures applied to high school students in 
France. By the time students have advanced 
beyond all the horrendous examinations im- 
posed on them, examinations which reward 
memorization and pedantry and in a sense 
penalize originality or imagination, and have 
graduated to the university, their disillusion- 
ment becomes complete. Suddenly, they dis- 
cover the incredible gulf which stands between 
them, and the academic system which they 
are caught in, and the rather abrupt realities 
which confront them in the world outside . 
the university. The French students are riot- 
ing in order to effect changes, in an antique 
educational system which has refused to keep 
pace with the demands of time. The French 
problem is unlike anything that we know 
in this country. 

On the other hand, and an ocean away frbm 
France, there have been many riots and 
other examples of student activism at work 
in this country. Just exactly what the motive 
is seems to be a question to whict^there is 



no out answer, if indeed, then.' id an answer 
at all. , 

Without lapsing into what might be mis- 
taken for cynicism, one must in all honesty 
say that the students in the United States have 
. very little to riot about. In fact, one could 
hazard a wild guess that the students in rebel- 
lion have very little idea of how good they have 
it. After seeing the problems elsewhere which 
students have undertaken as the immoveable 
object against which they push, the so-called 
problems in U.S. universities and colleges 
seem meagre and unimportant. The rioting 
of our students seems more in the nature 
of a child's temper tantrum, . caused by a 
surfeit of emotion and a lack of perspective 
reality. 

One winders how many of the student activ- 
ists, fanatics, anarchists, Maoists, Stalinists, 
etc., etc. who have pledged themselves to 
overthrow the status quo have considered that 
the intellectualization of their particular social 
order has no place in a pragmatic world. One 
wonders how much of the student activism is 
.spawned from a feeling of lostness Internal 
of two-hundred million plus people, our insu- 
lation to date, or perhaps from a sense of 
unconscious guilt which grows out of the in- 
credible wealth America shares in comparison 
with any other country in the world. ■ 

We are the wealthiest country in the world. 
The present gen oration in college, let us say 
post 1947, has had lavished on it more in the 
nature of material goods than any other. We 
live in a society where it is quite possible 
to become jaded at age fourteen, or perhaps 
twelve if one happens to live In Southern 
California. It is our generation which has grown 
up with television and is now finding it in- 
creasingly difficult to make the distinction be- 
tween phantasy and the world of reality we 
obtain through the senses. We have managed 
to quench every thirst and satisfy every hunger, 
and yet our. soul (call it mind or whatever you 
want to ifyou have a hangup about the word 
'soul') remains agonized. 

It is our generation, the generation of the 
have-too-much, which hws to reawaken itself 
to the demands of the age. The oldergenerption 
had better take this to heart. That particular 
segment of the student population which holds 
the most promise in terms of enthusiasm, 
imagination, and creativity, is most In danger. 
It is that segment which will take the moBt time 
to mature and which, in the most important 
sense of the wjrd, will rfve the best and the 
greatest c-.mti iomiun to the society of which 
it is a part.

While safety packaging is the 
most promising new approach 
In keeping the child under five 
from accidental poisoning with 
a medication, knowledge about 
the hazards of common house- 
hold products eaten by children 
is also required. 

This double-barrel approach 
to the prevention bf childhood 
poisoning emerged from a re- 
port and a scientific exhibit 
presented at the annual meeting 
sociatlon by Dr. Alan K. Done 
and his associates in the depart- 
ment of pediatrics at the Uni- 
versity of Utah Medical Center. 

Dr. Done, who is also direc- 
tor of the Poison Information 
and Therapy Center, described 
his experience with children 
under five who accidentally 
poisoned themselves with com- 
mon houshold products. 

He pointed out that the pro- 
ducts most infrequently eaten 
such as lyes and corrosives 
caused the highest hospitaliza- 
tion rate.while cosmetics, which 
were most frequently eaten, 
caused the least. 

Petroleum products — gaso- 
line, naphtha, kerosene, and 
mineral seal oil — as well as 
polishes and waxes are infre- 
quently ingested, but have a very 
high hospitalization rate. Inter- 
mediate in terms of "severe 
poisoning" are pesticides, soaps 
and cleaners, bleaches, disin- 
fectants, and deodorizers. 



Ninety-three per cent of the 
youngsters ate most of the 50 
small pieces of candy in the 
conventional screw-top bottle 
within the 30-minute period al- 
lowed. The bottle with the safety 
closure was opened by sixty- 
four per cent of the children, 
but they ate most of the candy. 
Seventy-eight per cent of the 
children were able to open at 
least one unit of the strip pack, 
but they ate only an average 
of nine candy pellets in 30 
minutes. 

The advantage of the strip- 
pack is two-fold, the pediatri- 
cian noted. The effort of opening 
it is likely to cause the child 



to lose interest, while the time 
it takes reduces the number of 
pellets taken. This allows time 
for a child to be detected be- 
fore a potentially harmful dose 
of a drug is swallowed. 

Dr. Done pointed out that 
more than one out of four ac- 
cidental child poisonings are 
caused by aspirin, with adult 
aspirin being responsible for 
more than half the hospital 
admissions for aspirin poison- 
ing. Virtually all the severe 
cases were due to adult aspirin 
ingestion. Yet, the physician 
emphasized, safety measures 
have been applied only to the 
children's preparation. 



That all these products should 
be kept out of reach of small 
children goes without saying, 
Dr. Done noted. "However, the

On the packaging of drugs, 
foil or blister packs, or palm-

screw caps. 

Dr. Done tested the ability of 
123 children between 20 and 
40 months of age to open three 
types of closures, a 'strip pack,' 
bottles with' -screw caps, and 
bottles with other safety clo- 
sures.

According to Felice a gradu- 
ate student feels the pressure 
to excel from inward, a pres- 
sure much more real than any 
outward pressure. There is also 
the tendency to react to pro- 
fessors as individuals rather 
than as professors— an attitude 
which can sometimes provide 
extra impetus in a particular 
class and at other timesfprove 
damaging. 

Graduate students have to 
learn to guard their speech. 
They have learned many things 
from experience and it becomes 
important to say It all at one 
time. Felice feels that she was 
lucky to have had a professor 
for her first course who made 
all of his students feel special 
just to have gone to class after 
a full day's work or housework. 

One very real problem is that 
of concentration. Felice noticed 
that she had about 50 per cent 
of the concentration she for- 
merly had. She found herself 
sidetracked by wondering what 
to prepare for dinner, whether 
she should have sent her child 
to school with a headache, whe- 
ther sri' should have let the 
dog outside rather than have left 
him in the house ... any num- 
ber of small worries interfered 
with her concentration. 

"I read articles that say you 
are in danger of cheating your 
children in a situation like 
this," Felice commented; yet 
Felice discovered that the long- 
er she attended school, the more 
normal the situation became to 
her children. "I went almost 
four years. To my children it 
was the same as if I were 
playing bridge, going to the 
grocery story or doing any one 
of the usual things." 

Attending graduate school is 
a bit different from what a 
mother would normally be 
doing. Above all, it is studying 
and library work, which in- 
volves many hours of devotion. 
If you are not careful what you 
short change, you may find, as 
Felice did, that your social life 
suffers. 

"There is nothing in this life 
you don't gain without losing 
something else," Felice stated. 
Each person has to make her 
own decision as to what she will 
let go. According to Felice some 
women let the house go. Others, 
the "super-women", let their 
sleep go. 

Felice cautioned anyone plan- 
ning to go back to school to 
have a thorough medical check' 
ap. "I had one/' she said, 
"and found out that I had low 
blood pressure, low blood count, 
and anemia. If I hadn't known 
this and taken steps to correct 
it, I would have given up first 




semester, thinking, that school 
was making me exceptionally 
tired."

Wanted: Midwife to practice 
obstetrics. Salary: none. Fees 
paid by .the job, either in cur- 
rency or produce. No medical 
degree necessary. 

Unbelievable? Not 200 years 
ago, when delivering babies was 
considered a woman's province. 
Achieving equality in medicine 
has bf>en a hard struggle for 
women. Less than a century 
ago, in 1873, the first gradu- 
ating class of America's pre- 
mier women's medical college 
had just six members, and even 
they were outnumbered by a 
faculty of eight. 

The situation is quite differ- 
ent today. Women are wanted 
by medical schools. Women now 
comprise about 10 per cent 
of all medical students, com- 
pared with less than 5 per cent 
in 1940. However, in spite of 
this upsurge, the United States 
trails badly behind other coun- 
tries in training women for 
medical careers. Many more 
are needed. Right now, there 
are 6,000 internships that are 
vacant because there are not 
enough trained men and women 
to fill them. 

Our nation will need 100,000 
more doctors by 1975. Woman- 
power must help meet this shor- 
tage. Where? Just about every 



area of medicine, from family 
practice to public health. Ex- 
citing, well-paying opportuni- 
ties, also abound in the fields 
of medical research, teaching, 
school health, industry, admin- 
istration, foreign service and 
the military forces. 

Individual areas of medical 
practice also need women. To 
gynecology, obstetrics and ped- 
iatrics, for example, a woman 
doctor brings her own unique 
experience and empathy to bear 
on patients' problems. As one 
woman doctor has said, her 
own three children provide her 
"most valuable postgraduate 
education." 

Financing is a major factor 
In deciding upon a medical ca- 
reer. To become a profession- 
al today, three to four years 
of liberal arts study at a re- 
cognized college or universi- 
ty are required, followed by four 
years of medical school, intern- 
ship and residency. The average 
cost of mis schooling is $20,000. 

In contrast, It cost a male 
about $700 to become a doctor 
in 1768. Women, as we noted, 
weren't even eligible. 

Today, for a professional wo- 
man who may also be a wife 



and mother - and many are - 
costs are compounded when 
provision must be made for 
daily care of her children. With- 
out doubt, a career in medicine 
does demand a sizeable invest- 
ment of both time and money. 

Happily, more scholarships, 
loans and grants are available 
for deserving students than ever 
before in history, and women 
are getting an increasingly lar- 
ger share. Student loan pro- 
grams are available through the 
government, private agencies 
and associations. 

A case in point is tti4 44 mil- 
lion-dollar program adminis- 
tered by the American Medical 
Association's Education and Re- 
search Foundation, which has 
awarded some 35,000 loans to 
medical school students, in- 
terns and residents. This pro- 
gram provides a reservoir of 
credit for student loans, which 
are repaid after training is 
completed and wage earning 
begins. The cooperation of pub- 
lic-spirited companies enables 
the Foundation to make more 
money available to more de- 
serving students at low inter- 
est rates.

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Grow Herbs at Home 



(Editor's note: Here Is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins of the horticulture depart- 
ment at Virginia Tech.) 

Spice up your cooking this 
winter with some home-grown 
herbs such as chives and par- 
sley. You can .grow them in 
short rows in the garden durfnf * 
summer and carry some inside 
to keep for winter. 

To provide chives and parsley 
for winter use you may trans- 
plant a few clumps into five 
or six-inch pots and grow them 
on the kitchen window sill. The 
fluorescent light over your sink 
will help stimulate good growth 
as a supplement to the sunlight 
. they receive through the window. 

Use a light potting soil as 
you would for your flowering 
house plants. Water at weekly 
intervals with a soluble house 
plant fertilizer which you can 
'secure from your garden center 
or florist. This will promote 
vigorous growth and ensure a 
nice sttpply of fresh chives 
or parsley for winter use. 

Chive is a perennial plant 
which grows to about eight or 
ten inches tall. The delicate 
onion flavor of the chopped 
fresh leaves is especially good 
in salads, omelets or scrambled 
eggs. They are also used in 
soups, stews, sauces, scalloped 
vegetables and cottage cheese. 
Use only the fresh tender leaves 
as the bulbs or dried leaves 
lose their flavor. 

■ Chive bulbs which are planted 
in early spring multiply rapidly. 
The clumps need to be divided 
every two or three ye a r s to — 



of your plants for potting this 
fall. They will continue to pro- 
duce leaves during the winter. 
They will not produce flower 
stalks because they roust go 
through a cold dormant period 
to cause the young flowers to 
be formed in the crown of the 
plant. A 

Parsley leaves may be chop- 
ped into small pieces for use 
in soups, sauces, meatloaf, 
sandwich filling or in boiled 
or creamed vegataWes. The en- 
tire leaf is attractive as a 
garnish for many foods. Add 
that extra flavor and decorative 
touch to your meals which only 
parsley can give. 

You may harvest the green 
leaves of parsley at any time 
when they are large enough for 
use. The full distinctive flavor 
is secured from fresh leaves, 
but the dried product is quite 
satisfactory.

Blend at low speed until mixture 
is the consistency of a thick 
milk shake— then pour mixture 
into lemon shells until filled. 

Wrap each lemon cup (in- 
dividually) in foil, or your favo- 
rite wrap for easy handling, 
and keep in the freezer until 
the main course is ready. Setve 
on a sparkling glass salad 
plate, surrounded by green 
leaves (you might add a daisy 
too), and garnish each serving 
with a maraschino cherry. Re- 
sults— "Intermezzo".

Cutback^— 
To Affect

Naval facilities in the City 
of Virginia Beach will be af- 
fected by the Defense Depart- 
ment's recent order to release 
men from their Reserve com- 
mitments prior to the fulfilling 
of their required active duty 
portion of their military ob- 
ligation. 

The move, taken under a 
lilment in Defense budget 
will affect some 
7,50(fc of the 105,000 Navy Re- 
sts currently in the Tide- 
water area. 

Navy officials tell the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN the move 
■90L mean a reduction of 200 
billets at the Oceana Naval 
Air Station, a loss of 16 billets 
at Dam Neck, plus a reduction 
of 2500 billets of amphibious 
force units presently assigned 
to the Little Creek Naval Am- 
phibious §ase and Norfolk. Of- 
ficials are quick to point out 
all of the above figures are 
approximate and includes both 
officers and enlisted men. An- 
other important fact concerning 
the Little Creek reductions is 
that the billets involve units 
which are afloat as well as 
ashore. 

According to authroities the 
reduction's will be carried out 
between now and Dec. 31. At 
the present time there is no 
true way of evaluating how great 
the economic impact will be 
on the city of Virginia Beach 
in this reduction. 



Other Councilmen reportedly 
are not ready to go that far 
yet.

Sadler indicated that he was 
optimistic after the meeting, 
but that he had seen other 
plans fade recently and was not 
ready to say whether he thought 
this one would succeed. 

Other suggestions, such as 
the dual-use of Oceana Naval 
Air Station for military and 
civilian use, have been made, 
but have not progressed. In 
other places, cooperation by 
military and civilian authorities 
lias been able to establish such 
facilities, but Oceana authori- 
ties are reportedly against such 
a suggestion. At present mili- 
tary aircraft have almost un- 
limited use of the air lanes above 
Virginia Beach and have figured 
greatly in the problems of lo- 
cating an airport here.

City Manager Happy after 100 Day sin Office 



"I am still as enthusiastic 
and as excited about the future 
of Virginia Beach as I was on 
June 30," said" City Manager 
Roger Scott. "I have had the 
highest cooperation of every- 
one-the Constitutional officers, 
City Council, all city employees 
and the citizens of Virginia 
'Beach." 

Scott's first 100 days as City 
Manager of Virginia Beach end- 
ed Tuesday at midnight, and 
they have been an active 100 
.days. 

"Nothing has happened that 
I had not anticipated," he said. 
"Thankfully there has been no 
• problem that was insoluble." 

Scott was hired as city mana- 
ger by City Council after an 
exhaustive search for a new 
city manager following the an- 
nounced retirement of W. Rus- 
sell Hatchett on July 1. 

"My relationship with Council 
has been the finest I have seen 
in all the four cities where 
I have served in the past," 
said Scott. "They've done 
everything they could to make 
my job easier and I've done 
everything I could to help re- 
y. lieve the tremendous load they 
must carry." 

| There have been a number 
of sweeping changes since Scott 



took over, but each has been 
accepted with little or no pro- 
blem. 

Just two weeks after Scott 
became manager he asked City 
Council to end closed informal 
meetings and allow press rep- 
resentatives at all meetings ex- 
cept where information would be 
discussed that might prejudice 
the future course of the city. 
It was thought at that time that 
the end to closed meetings was 
called for in the new Freedom. 
of Information Law. When it was 
later learned the meetings could 
be closed, Council and Scott 
recommended that the meetings 
remain open. 

"I think it is one of the 
finest things Council has done," 
said Scott. "I am glad we were 
able to take a lead in this 
matter." 

On the same day He called 
for the open meetings he issued 
a directive on all purchasing 
procedures of the city at the 
height of conflict of interest 
controversies, and required all 
employees involved in pur- 
chasing policies in the past. 

He pushed for the quick es- 
tablishment of a personnel 
board, a matter on which he 
had put many hours while as- 
sistant city manager. The board, 



which Scott considers superior 
to a full Civil Service system, 
is now operative. That ended 
all criticism of past hiring 
policies and all grievance poli- 
cies. 



Then criticism arose con- 
cerning the city's insurance. 
Scott appointed a special com- 
mittee to study the matter im- 
mediately. That study is under- 
way, thus endine that problem.

Criticism on the progress 
of the city dredge in both Rudee 
Inlet and branches- of the Lynn- 
haven River prompted Scott to 
call for a priority of all future 
projects. That list is now being 
prepared. 

Criticism of the handling of 
surfing problems brought about 
a study of long-range planning, 
the first concrete planning in 
several years. 

In August at three meetings 
Scott pointed out the need for 
a study of fire departments 
in Virginia Beach. He said he 
saw the eventual need for paid 
departments, or at least part 
paid employees in the future and 
has. recommended a consultant 
study. This will soon be done. 

Fire, department equipment 
caused a minor clash for Scott 
but he stuck to the rules set 
up and Council agreed that exact 
procedures and specifications 
had tobe met and that no one 
, department could be allowed a 
variance. 

In other matters Scott has 
been against proposed pay 
raises for juvenile probation 
officers. He said he is aware 
they need a raise, but that 
he cannot okay a raise for them 
while others are faced with the 
same need. Council is expected 



to comply. He has also stuck 
* rigidly to procedures of groups 
applying for city water and 
sewers. 

Scott 4s working toward future 
industrial development and is 
extremely hopeful the city can 
acquire the Penn-Central pro- 
perty at Little Creek. He said 
industrial development and 
tourist industry expansion will 
certainly help broaden the tax 
base for the city, although he 
cannot forsee any real relief 
for the homeowner in the near 
future. 

"However," he said,"weare 
still in a good relative position 
taxwise." 

Development of Rudee Inlet 
by private interests arid a new 
civic center of some type are 
both high on Scott's list of future 
projects. 

An annual report will be is- 
sued by* the city after the first 
of the year showing exactly how 
city money is being spent, 

"This is not a real inno- 
vation," said Scott. "I helped 
prepare the only other one in 
1965 and I think the residents 
of Virginia Beach have a right 
to know where their money is 
going."

It was announced last week 
that Seaside Park has only one 
more season of full operation 
if theCity Planning Commission 
and the City Council concur, 
and if financing canbe arranged 
for a high-rise motel on the site 
at Laskin Road and the ocean- 
front. 

Plans at present call for tear- 
ing down the park, which was 
built in 1904, and the erection 
of a $2 million, 12-story motel 
with 200 rooms. Application 
for a use permit will come be- 
fore the planners in November, 
according to Cooper, A parking 
lot across the street from the 
park will probably be used for 
parking for the new motel as 
well. . 

Plans at present call for the 
removal of all amusement 
rides, but the carnival - type 
games will probably remain. 

Cooper said that while some 
of the amusements will be sold 
the majority will be moved to 
Ocean View Amusement Park 
in Norfolk as part of a plan to 
upgrade that park substantially 
over the next five years. 

"We hope to make it much 
larger," said Cooper. "And 
to make it more of a regional 
amusement park." 

The possible loss of the 
amusement park to Virginia 
Beach has concerned Charles 
Gardner, president of the Inn- 
keepers Association. He said 
that an expanded amusement 
park is considered important 
to the orderly expansion of the 
resort industry. This was one 
of the major points presented 
in„a report earlier this year 
*y the innkeepers. 

Gardner said he hopes some 
other interests will come to 
Virginia Beach and possibly 
build an amusement park near 



the oceanfront, but not necess- 
arily on the oceanfront. He 
admitted that waterfront pro- 
perty may be too valuable for 
such a facility. 

Cooper said that he feels 
such a park must be on the 
waterfront and that location is 
of prime importance to the 
success of a park. He added 
that he agreed on the value 
of waterfront property and that 
this was a large part of the 
problem of success- of the 
amusement park business. 

He also said the cost of en- 
tering the amusement park 
business today is phenomonal. 

"A major ride can cost 
anywhere from $75,000 to 
$200,000/' he said. . 

Building 
May Set 
New Record 

Construction in Virginia 
Beach during September contin- 
ued on the rise. A total of 
306 new building permits were 
issued for a total value of 
$4,424,624. 

That amount, added to the 
previous eight months of 1968, 
brings the yearly total to date 
to $48,942,218, well on the way 
to setting a new record for 
building in a single year in 
Virginia Beach. At this same 
time a year ago, the total stood 
at $36,615,434. 

Single family residences still 
lead the list of the new per- 
mits. September saw 180 per- 
mits for a value of $646,859. 
Apartments and townhouse per- 
mits fell off sharply to only 
16 permits in September, val- 
ued at $208,000, but officials

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When Edward Albee was asked 
what his comedy "Everything 
in the Garden" was ail about 
shortly after it opened on 
Broadqay, he said it was about 
money and prostitution, both in 
the realistic and symbolic as- 
pects. While this may be ah 
oversimplification, the two sub- 
jects, however interrelated, do 
make up the superficial story 
of the current bill of fare 
of Williamsburg's Wedgewood 
^Theatre. 

On the surface the play deals 
with a middle-aged, middle-in- 
come couple with a teenaged 
son in boarding school. They 
are beset with all the usual 
problems ... too little money 
to live beyond their means as 
they do to keep up with their 
neighbors and friends. While 
they scrimp and save on bad 
cigarets to collect the coupons, 
they join the tennis club that 
only the elite and prejudiced 
may join. And they maintain a 
fabulous garden around their 
home. 

When the financial strain be- 
come too much, the wife turns 
to prostitution on a grand scale 
and makes a considerable a- 
mount of money in a short 
time at a plush establishment 
in the city operated by a prim 
British madame. 

; Obviously problems arise ' 
when her husband finds out. 
In the past he would not even 
let her take a part-time job. 
Then to complicate matters, 
in a tense confrontation scene 
*t a party, they* find out that 
three of the women in .their 
social group are also making 
money this same way to aug- 
ment their husbands' income so 
that they too can keep up with 
each other. 

The symbolism involved is 
complex and personal. Not one 



member of the audience. can 
leave without seeing something 
of himself in one of the deep 
character studies Albee pre- 
sents. No doubt everything in 
the garden will continue to grow 
no matter what, and everything 
in life will continue to go on 
no matter what we do; but Albee 
makes it uncomfortably easy to 
see ourselves for what we real- 
ly are and there is almost an 
embarassment that he can see 
so well inside us. 

He makes no attempt to judge 
this morality of immorality, 
but leaves it to the playgoer 
to judge and be judged. 

Paul Iddings is outstanding 
as the husband. His relaxed 
style in the early scenes is 
only outdone by the tremendous 
restraint he shows later. This 
is one of his finest jobs in 
the theatre. Ciaudine Iddings, 
as his wife, has a difficult 
role. But she conveys with 
beauty the good woman who 
sees nothing wrong with her 
prostitution activities because 
it's for her husband and son, 
the house/ and of course, the 
garden. 

J. Mackie, as Mrs. Toothe, 
the madame, is nicely serene 
in her unscupulous role. Her 
peerage bearing is a pleasure 
to watch. 

It is difficult to separate 
the neighbors, because they are 
so much' alike. Frances Bailey, 
Carolee Silcox and Billie Gene 
lager all play typical noveau 
riche suburbanite wives that 
are also prostitutes with all 
the high moral quality needed. 
All are excellent. 

Bob Hutchinson, Roby Brown 
and D. R. Henry, as their typi- 
cally ruthless husbands who 
understand why their wives are 
also prostitutes, handle t Jhelr__,_ 
roles very nicely. Their selfish handling and postage. 



feelings come through perfectly. 
Billy Swindler, as the teertager 
who shocks them all in his 
craving for attention is a good 
mirror of them. 

Only rich bachelor neighbor 
Jack, cannot be categorized. He 
is unhappy, a lecher, and he 
drinks too much and talks too 
much. He is obviously the con- 
science of all of them and 
Larry Glaister handles the 
complex role handily. The play 
is sensitively directed by Ron 
Reid. 

This is definitely not a family- 
type comedy, but it is marvelous 
theatre well-worth seeing. H JL

The small cast musical is 
tauntingly sentimental and de- 
lightful theatre, but the Little 
Theatre of Virginia Beach pro- 
duction doesn't quite come off. 
It comes close, but all the gears 
don't mesh correctly, and it 
becomes a stage full of actors 
and actresses merely playing 
scenes. 

the action revolves around 
a doctor and his wife, whose 
marriage is not on the safest 
of ground, returning to the run- 
down motel of their wedding 
night in an attempt by the wife 
to rejuvenate her husband's af- 
fection. It works, but not the 
way she plans. He remembers 
his love through the innocent 
charm and beauty of the daugh- 
ter of the owner of Riverwind, 
the rundown motel on the Wa- 
bash. It is a happy plot and 
all ends happily with the couple 
reunited, the dreamer of a 
daughter united with her boy- 
friend who finally finds his 
tongue, and an almost married 
couple who come to Riverwind 
every year still as happy as 
ever almost married after seven 
years. 

Carol Hall and Harrell Tice, 
with their active antics, almost 
carry the entire show. She is 
a rather unconventional would- 
be actress. He is a professional 
stud e n t who has been working- 
on his Ph.Dfor years and years. 
That is why the marriage has 
been held up. Both their singing 
voices are pleasing, and Miss 
Hall turns in an outstanding 
comedienne performance.

Theresa Worrall takes all the 
honors in this one. As the 
homespun owner of Riverwind, 
who gets tipsy on too much 
champagne, Mrs. Worrall is 
natural and extremely convinc- 
ing.

Suzy Washburn, in her LTVB 
debut, is stiff and apparently 
uncomfortable in the role of

. the Wabash and who waits for 
something exciting to happen 
to her. She has a nice singing 
voice, a trifle thin, but pleasing 
to the ear. Unfortunately her 
-gestures are very poor and 
detract from the action, Ob- 
viously she lacks stage pre- 
sence, especially in the musical 
numbers, but could have been 
directed to be a little smoother. 

Mike Barlow, as her reticent 
boyfriend, is also stiff and not 
terribly convincing. In the sing- 
ing part of his role he attempts 
to substitute volume for quality, 
he does not have, and it does 
not work.

Rose confessed, however, that 
all the parking was not on 
concrete and that bad weather 
could have caused a problem. 
As it was, he said that twice 
parking reached the critical 
point, using all available dirt 
and concrete areas. But traffic 
and access was never a pro- 
blem as it had been in the 
past, he said. 

The huge Strates show Is re- 
portedly interested in returning 
to 'next year's fair, according 
to Rose, but he said no com- 
mitments had been made.

Sad State of Affairs

The teachers and students 
are takings it all in stride, but. 
it still seems that something 
it all wrong here. While we 
believe strongly in the original 
purpose of unions and in the 



power to strike, somehow the 
health of youngsters and pride 
in completing a job seems to us 
fairly important too. 

And the new administration 
building at Princess Anne is 
already drastically behind sch- 
edule because of material short- 
ages, bad weather and strikes. 
One picket there forced a num- 
ber of other plumbers off the 
job in the same strike. At this 
rate it may never be finished. 



of this important step which Virginia must 
take for the -Welfare of its children and 
citizens generally. 

In order to be in possession of the strong 
arguments in favor of such action, let us re- 
view the situation. 

In the next decade, public schools in Virginia 
will have their first relief in a generation 
from the pressures of exploding enrollments. 
This will ^enable us, for the first time in 
many years, to think primarily in terms of 
quality instead of quantity. 

During the next ten years, elementary and 
. high school enrollments In Virginia will re- 
main almost static as the birth rate declines 
and the crop of war babies graduate. 

The birth rate in 1967, for example, was 
the worst in Virginia since 1912. But college 
enrollments in the Commonwealth will double 
between 1967 and 1977, after it has already 
doubled in the preceding decade. 

In this generation, colleges and universities 
will have to accommodate four times as many 
students. The reasons are to found largely 
in the public schools themselves. 

As teachers and administrators, we are 
constantly improving the holding power of 
our schools. In 1956, first graders finishing 
the twelfth grade averaged 31%. In 1967, it 
was 55%. In 1950, only about 29% of Virginia's 
high school graduates continued their education 
after high school. But by 1967, it had jumped 
, to more than 60%. 

No more than two generations ago, gradua- 
tion from grade school was considered the 
minimum as preparation for life, and a high 
school diploma was a prized possession. 

Now, the minimum for acceptance in even 
the most unskilled business or industry is 
a high school diploma, and the possession 
of a bachelor's degree is the ticket required 
for entrance into most of the skilled occu- 
pations. 

In the last college semester of 1967, more 
than one-half of the eighteen to twenty-one 
year olds in this country were enrolled in 
^college. In California, two years of college 
is the minimum free public school education^ 
. for 'every young Californian. All but two or 
three states in the Union are building com- 
munity colleges. In fact, in 1966 throughout 
the nation a new two or four-year college 
opened every single week. 

This is the pace being set for Virginia 
in higher education, and we are virtually 
starting from scratch. Whereas, across the 
nation 50.9% of the eighteen to twenty-one 
year olds were enrolled in college last year, 
in Virginia the figure was only 30.2%. Even 
the Southern States averaged 37%. 

And, distressingly, one] out of every four 
young Virginians who goes to college goes 
out of state rather than finding what he seeks 
in a Virginia college or university. 

So far as numbers are concerned, there is 
no relief in site. We have all heard about 
the population explosion and the education ex- 
plosion; and erroneously, some believe that 
once this initial force has been dissipated, 
we will return to normalcy in our require- 
ments for higher education. But what has 
really happened is that we have stretched 
by at least two years the expectations of 
our people for public education; and when 
through our community college program we 
have put together the ingredients of convenience 
and low cost as evidenced by what has happened 
at Richmond Professional Institute (now Vir- 
ginia Commonwealth University) and old Do- 
minion College at Norfolk, we have uncovered 
a bottomless reservoir of yearning for learning 
among young Virginians. 

In less than a decade of independent exis- 
tence, RPI and Old Dominion College became 
two of the three largest institutions in the 
state in terms of total enrollment. 



Then there are the community colleges, all 
of them overflowing in their first year of 
operation; and one of teem, just 4wo years 
old, already exceeding in total enrollment 
all but one of the privately supported colleges 
of Virginia. This college— George Mason in 
Northern Virginia— as well, in enrollment, 
exceeds that of several State supported four- 
year institutions. 

There are still nine areas in the State's 
master plan for community colleges not now 
served by these commuter institutions. With 
the $81 million bond issue up for referendum 
on November 5, seven of these can be ac- 
commodated for a total of up to 10,000 new 
students. Without the bonef issue, six of them 
cannot be built, and between 8,000 and 9,000 
young Virginians will be without a college 
classroom, within their read). 

Bui community colleges would only accom- 
modate these new collegians for two years. 
Thereafter, many of them will be knocking 
on the doors of our four-year institutions 
as juniors, and already the four-year colleges 
are busy building new dormitories to house 
their own expanded enrollments. 

In the current biennium alone, the four-year 
institutions together have been authorized to 
float $53 million in revenue bonds, largely 
to build dormitories and cafeterias whose 
fees will pay for the buildings. But students 
must also have classrooms and laboratories 
and libraries in which to learn. These the 
$81 million bond issue is designed to provide. 

Only slightly less violent has been the ex- 
plosion in the field of mental health. Medical 
science has continually increased the life ex- 
pectancy of the human body, but it can make 
no similar guarantee for continuing mental 
health. 

Psychiatry and new public awareness have 
multiplied the number of mental health diag- 
nosed, but so far diagnosis outruns cure. 

In spite of local *nM£al health clinics, 
now numbering 32, Virginrs mental hospitals 
still, unbelievably, use buildings that are 70, 
80, and more than 100 years old. 

And, perhaps more pitiful of all, the ac- 
commodations for the retarded children in 
Virginia are grossly inadequate. Up until now, 
Virginia has tried to keep pace with these 
tremendously increasing demands for public 
services out of tax revenues exclusively. 

This means, for instance, that new buildings 
and state-aid for teachers' salaries must all 
come out of the same tax bucket. 

With the $81 million bond issue, the-Com- 
monwealth can do a great deal of catching 
, up in capital construction without jeopardizing 
aid for traditional public school outlays. But 
in a larger sense, the bond issue would add 
a new dimension to Virginia's capabilities 
in the vital fields of education and mental 
health just as the demands of an increasing 
population and a burgeoning economy are 
stretching the expectations of her people for 
all her public services. 

Virginia and the South are on the threshold 
of another golden era. The pressures to de- 
centralize, reorganize, and diversify through- 
out American industry have made our region 
a most valued area for new plant expansion. 

As never before, industry is looking for 
elbow room, for production facilities closer 
to the- great Northeast market, for employees 
who believe in a day's work for a day's pay, 
and for a governmental climate recognizing 
the basic values of private enterprise. 

All these they are finding in Virginia and 
the South, and in the process creating still 
another innovation- -a new growing Southern 
market for American industries output. 

Every corner of Virginia, every citizen has 
felt the impact of this migration of industry; 
but if we are to continue reaping its benefits, 
our public services must keep pace with the 
progress In industry, in business and in cul- 
tural endeavor. We cannot keep Virginia roll- 
ing along with one flat tire. 

The vote for the bond issue on November 5 
will dramatize for all of us how well the 
people of Virginia understand this and how 
deeply they are really dedicated to the welfare 
of this Commonwealth.

Beaded 
fronts and lace inserts also 
drew all eyes with their bril- 
liant color. By the Gay Nine- 
ties, bold stripes became the 
fad. 

It wasn't until the "Roaring 
Twenties" that a demand de- 
veloped for sheer hosiery, 
which led eventually to the sty- 
lish nylons in many shades and 
textures available to today's 
shoppers. 

At one point sheer silk stock- 
ings of two threads became the 
rage, and until 1924, when the 
first flesh-colored stockings 
made their appearance, black 
and other dark colors were 
most popular. 

The first nylons were ex- 
hibited at the New York World's 
Fair in 1939 and went on the 
market on May 15, 1940. When 
the embargo on silk from Japan 
and the use of nylon in para- 
chutes, gun-swabs and other 
items for soldiers during World 
War II led to a shortage of 
material for stockings, women 
wore hose of baggy rayon or 
used leg make-up. Men who were 
around then remember the leg 
make-up because, at dances, 
it rubbed off on trouser legs. 
When nylons came back around 
1947, women went for dark 
shades like navy, green, bur- 
gundy, and black. 

In the sixties, skirts skipped 
over the knee, and panty hose 
became an overnight success. 



In addition to complexion tones 
in panty hose, color became 
fashion's favorite legwear look. 
In 1966, the first, now famous, 
solid color crepes called opa- 
ques, were introduced. 

Today, colored and stretch 
hosiery, and even the sheerest 
nylons are surprisingly durable 
provided that you care for them 
property. 

When you open a box of nylons 
break the paper band and lift 
the stockings out. To put nylons 
on, gather the stockings down 
to the toes with thumb and 
index finger of both hands- and 
slip it over the foot. Heel and 
toe should be in place as the 
stocking is guided over the 
instep. Always attach the garter 
to the stocking welt, never to 
a sheer section. Garter the front 
first and flex the leg to avoid 
pulling the stocking too taut 
before attaching back garters. 

To put on panty hose you 
should be seated. Use both hands 
to gather one leg of panty hose 
down to the toe and slip it 
over the foot. Smooth toe and 
heel into place, guide the stock- 
ing over the instep' up to the 
ankle, and repeat this with the

other foot. Alternating from 
side to side, draw the panty 
hose gently up. Stand to be 
sure that the leg sections of 
the panty hose^are stretched 
to full length. Then ease the 
panty section over the hips 
and up to the waist. If you 
need to adjust, inch .the panty 
hose up from ankle to waist. 
Never pull or yank. 

For all your hosiery, watch 
for snag-makers such as bur- 
eau drawers of desk legs with 
rough edges and shoes with 
worn linings. Be careful with 
cigarette ashes that can melt 
a hole. If your hands are rough 
or your fingernails broken, wear 
gloves to put on nylons and 
when washing.

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Move House Plants Inside 



(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins of the horticulture depart- 
ment at Virginia Tech.) 

Now is the time to bring 
in your house plants from their 
summer vacation in the flower 
garden or border. Do not allow 
them to stay outside too long 
and be damaged by frost. 

■ Most of your house plants 
should be repotted in fresh 
new soil, to insure good growth 
this winter. This applies to 
those which have been kept in 
the house all summer, as well 
as those which have been out- 
side. 

Use care in selecting the 
•pots for your plants. They need 
not be expensive, but they must 
allow good drainage. Be sure 
they have a large hole in the 
bottom which will not be plugged 
with soil. 

Suitable pots for house plants 
should have neutral colors 
which will not detract from the 
attractiveness of the plant and 
should be as small as possible 
to hold the roots and. yet sup- 
port the plant. Don't use a large 
pot with a small plant. 

Porous clay pots are ideal 
for house plants because they 
allow for fetter aeration of the 
soil than glazed crockery or 
plastic pots. You will find the 
glazed and plastic containers 
quite satisfactory however, if 
adequate drainage is provided 
in the bottom. 

Use a soil mixture which is 
porous enough to allow good 
drainag e and aeratiofh-This catv 
be secured from your local 
florist or garden center, or 
you may prefer to prepare your 
own. A good mixture should in- 
clude two parts soil, one part 
shredded peat moss, one part 
coarse sand and one-half part 
dried manure. If you prefer a 
lighter mixture, or have very 
heavy clay soil, us£ only one 
part of soil. 



pot Remove the outer part of 
the soil mass to allow room 
for replacement with the new 
fertile soil mixture. 

Cover the drainage bole in 
the bottom of the pot with a 
piece of broken crock. Add 
gravel or crushed stone to a 
depth of about one inch. This 
procedure will provide the good 
drainage which is essential for 
the healthy growth of your 
plants. 

. Center the plant carefully 
in the pot and work the new 
soil down around the root ball. 
Press down firmly with the 
fingers and bounce the pot a 



couple of times to settle the 
soil. The top of the soil should 
be at least one-half inch below 
the rim of the pot for conveni- 
ence in watering. 

After repotting, cut back long 
branches to give your plant a 
good compact form. Remove 
dead leaves and wash off any 
spray residue or dirt which 
detracts from the attractive- 
ness of your plant. 

Place your house plants in 
a location which receives plenty 
of natural or artificial light. 
Do not however, allow them to 
bake in the sun of a hot south- 
west window.

Mushrooms Are Delicious Way toDiet 



A good tailor may be able 
to hide a few pounds of over- 
weight on a man, but women's 
clothes reveal even the slight- 
est bulge. 

That there are more piggies 
than Twiggies in this country 
is obvious. If you doubt it,' the 
Food and Nutrition Board' of 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ence's National Research Coun- 
cil says, "A considerable seg- 
ment of our adult population 
is overweight." For most of 
us the pounds come sneaking 
up, ounce by ounce. The only 
sure way to lose weight is to 
eat fewer calories than you 
expend. 

The first step is to learn 
about the calorie value of the 
foods most likely to be eaten. 
Some are much lower in cal- 
ories than others, but taste 
just as good and satisfying. 
Mushrooms are an excellent 
example. Here is a vegetable 
which has been called "food 
for the gods," a delicacy 
which has been used as an 
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Be sure your soil is sterilized 
to eliminate diseases and kill 
weed seeds. Bake in the oven 
for an hour at 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit. You may find it 
more convenient to use a soil 
disinfectant which can be se- 
cured from your local florist- 
or garden center. Use this mat- 
erial according to the instruc- 
tions on the package. 

In repotting old plants, invert 
the container and, with the plant 
stem between the first arid se- 
cond finger, knock the rim of 
the pot against acounter or table 
This will loosen the plant and 
cause it to drop out of the

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Overton Case 
Lacks Answers 



Several questions remain un- 
answered regarding the appar- 
ently illegal detainment of Wil- 
liam Oliver Overton in the 
Virginia Beach City Jail for 
a period of six days. 

Overton, 35, of Holland Road, 
remained in the City Jail from 
July 1, when he was arrested 
on a charge of malicious wound- 
ing of a girlfriend, Saloney 
Eield, until Oct. 3, when his 
release from jail was obtained 
through the help of Common- 
wealth Attorney's Office special 
investigator Detective Louis 
Taylor. 

The initial court action took 
place in Municipal Court July 
5. The case was continued until 
■ July 19, Aug. 30, Sept. y, and 
finally to Sept. 13 when Overton 
was bound over to a Circuit 
Court grand jury on grounds 
of probable cause. 

The grand jury which con- 
vened on Sept. 27 failed to in- 
dict Overton on the charge, and 
legally Overton should have been 
a free man. 

Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans said a message 
from Overton was relayed to 
Detective Taylor's home the 
night of Oct. 2 requesting the 
two meet the next morning at 
the jail. This meeting resulted 
in Taylor's affecting Overton's 
release when Taylor informed 
Evans the man was still incus- 
tody, and Evans informed City 
Sgt. John Marr's office that 
^there was apparently no reason 
to continue holding Overton. 

Evans said that to this point 
he had no knowledge that Over- 
ton was still in jail since he 
felt that the city sargeant is 
responsible for keeping persons 
in the jail. He said his in- 
terest in the case ended when 
the grand jury failed to indict. 

Evans siad, "Those familiar 
with court proceedings will know 
where the responsibility lies". 

Marr said however, he could 
not release a prisoner until he 
is authorized to do so by the 
courts. And that he had no re- 
cord of the failure to indict un- 
til Oct. 3 when he received a 
card with this information from 
the Circuit Court clerk's office. 

Circuit Court Clerk John 
Fentress said, "I'm sure there 
will be closer coopecat ion a- 
mong the departmentf+hamely 
the clerk's office, city ser- 
geant's office and Common- 
wealth's attorney office~in 
dealing with such matters." 

Resolution 
Sent to 
Governor 

The Virginia Beach Chamber 
of Commerce has drifted a res- 
olution which was sent to Gov. 
Mills E. Godwin declaring their 
support of the bond issue to be 
voted on Nov. 5. 

In their resolution, members 
of the Board of Directors of 
the Chamber of Commerce 
stated that not only would they 
support- the issue, but that they 
would urge all citizens to, do 
so as well. 

Funds raised through the 
issuance of the bonds will be 
used to enhance and improve the 
state's educational and mental 
facilities. 



Circuit Court Judge Robert 
Wahab said, "The usual pro- 
cedure has been, and should 
have been in this case, to check 
the list of presentations for 
indictments against the true 
bills returned, and to check 
jail cards to see who is or is 
not in jail." 

Wahab said he did not want 
to attempt to place the respon- 
sibility on anyone for what oc- 
curred in Overton's case. He 
added that safeguards against 
a reoccurance has been taken 
through his requesting "closer 
cooperation and closer attention 
on the parts of those involved." 

While the Virginia Beach C ity 
Jail i s physical pro perty of the 
city, City Sgt. John Marr is 
governed in his operation of the 
facility by regulations of the 
State Department of Welfare 
and Institutions. These regu- 
lations state that, "if there 
is any doubt as to the authority 
and orders required to receive, 
hold, or release a prisoner, 
■the Commonwealth's Attorney 
shall give his advice in the 
form of a written decision". 

There is speculation that 
Overton may bring suit against 
the city of Virginia Beach in 
the matter. Theodore A. Boyce 
identified as Overton's attorney, 
said there had been no contact 
with Overton. 

According to Municipal Court 
records, papers concerning 
Overton were forwarded to Cir- 
cuit Court on Oct. 2 in time 
to complete proper steps for 
the Circuit Court docket call 
of Oct. 7. although the grand

Rules Tight 
Committee 
Says of Law 

Regulations adopted recently 
by the Virginia ABC Board will 
make it virtually impossible for 
any establishment to operate 
as a saloon, cocktail lounge or 
bar in those cities voting "yes" 
for mixed beverages Nov. 5. 

Hunter A. Hogan, Jr., chair- 
man of 4 Cities for Mixed 
Beverages, said today that re- 
strictions under the new law 
ar#so tight that the ABC Board 
will have greater control over 
alcohol in the area than under 
present conditions. 

The referendum will be held 
in Virginia Beach which is rep- 
resented on 4 Cities for Mixed 
Beverages. 

Take a restaurant which has 
been serving beer and wine over 
a bar, Hogan said. If this res- 
taurant gets a mixed beverage 
license, all alcoholic beverages 
(including beer and wine) will 
have to be served at a table. 
The patron will not be allowed 
to walk around holding his 
drink! 

And apparently as a dis- 
couragement to solitary drink- 
ers, he said, most of the tables 
have to be dining-sized tables 
large enough to seat two or 
four persons. 

"What we can look forward 
to if voters approve the refer- 
endum," he said, "are res- 
taurants and diningrcoms where 
a patron can order T cocktail 
before a meal."

Council agreed to postpone for 
two weeks its decision on re- 
zoning and permission to build 
a high-rise, high-rent apart- 
ment complex to be known as 
Heritage"' Arms near the inter- 
section of Thalia Road and Vir- 
ginia B e a c h Bl vd . ; 

The postponement came after 
lengthy discussion of the num- 
ber of school children the 458- 
apartment units would "gener- 
ate". Richard Bell, speaking for 
the Thalia Wayside Corp., de- 
velopers- of the proposed com- 
plex, argued that the type of 
apartment would not generate 
many children because of high, 
rent. He said the units would 
appeal more to young executives 
and retired persons past child- 
bearing age. Rents will report- 
edly range from $195 to $400 
monthly. 

Virginia Beach School Super- 
intendent E. E. Brickell told 
Council that the- elementary 
school that would serve the 
units, Thalia School, is now*' 
operating at capacity, and that 
Princess Anne High School, the 
secondary school that would 
serve, it, is operating with, a 
number of temporary class- 
rooms added already. He said 
also that the city does not 
own any land in the area avail- 
able for another school site. 

Kempsville Councilman Al- 
bert Bonney said he would arr- 
ange a meeting between Bell 
and school officials within the 
next two weeks in efforts to 
work out the problem. 

Meanwhile cquncilmen expr- 
essed skepticism concerning, 
the future where schools and 
apartment developments are 
concerned. 

At the same meeting, how- 
ever, approval was given to a 
288-unit apartment develop- 
ment in the Homestead area 



where Brickell said there is no 
critical school problem and 
where a new school site is 
available. The money for the 
new school, however, is not 
available, according to city off- 
icials. The Charlock Corp. will 
build those apartments on the 
northwest corner of Providence 
Road and Whitehurst Landing 
Road. 

A number of other apartment 
and townhouse developments 
may fall into the same ques- 
tionable category. Bernard Jaffe 
has applied for a use permit 



for 368 apartments in the same 
Thalia area and the City Plann- 
ing Commission has approved 
several other projects that 
could cause school problems 
elsewhere. School officials have 
recently been raising objections 
to such rapid development until 
some way can be worked out 
to settle school and school site 
problems. 

Several Councilmen said pri- 
vately after the meeting that 
this could be the beginning of 
long-range planning to meet 
school need s. 



In other zoning matters Coun- 
cil approved the rezoning of 
Virginia Beach Blvd. from the 
oceanfront to Newtown Road 
after a planning department 
study made its recommenda- 
tions. There were few objec- 
tions to the rezoning since the 
new plan generally maintains 
entrance corridors for major 
housing developments and zones 
much of the rest for commer- 
cial and apartment use.

An airport for Virginia Beadh 
still remains in the hands of 
Virginia Gov. Mills E. Godwin, 
Jr. James P. Sadler, Virginia 
Beach industrialist and chair- 
man of the Mayor's special 
airport committee, said he is 
"still waiting to hear from the 
Governor following a meeting 
in Richmond two weeks ago. 

While he said he expected 
some word within a few days, 
he admitted there may have to 
be further meetings before the 
possibility of a general aviation 
airport in the, city can become 
a reality. 

In the original meeting the 
committee offered to trad* an 
old Norfolk Southern Railroad 
right-of-way through Seashore 
State Park for about 100 acres 
of the park itself for the airport. 

While some question has since 
arisen concerning the city own- 
ership of the land, Sadler said 
he felt the matter could be 
resolved and that he was opti- 
mistic at this time concerning 
the location of a private airstrip 
there. 

The location has been con- 
sidered favorable because of the 
lack of military aircraft in the 
area. That problem had pre- 
viously put a stop to location 
of a strip at other sites in the 
city. The Navy has exclusive 
rights to much air space in 
Virginia Beach. 

An airport In Virginia Beach 
would bring an additional $15 
million In resort business to 
the city, according to Sadler. 

Meanwhile the controversy 
over expansion of Norfolk's air- 
port still brews. The issue of 
access to the present field has 
been raised again. At present 
roads to and from the airport 
in any direction are considered 
inadequate, and no relief is in 
sight at least within the next 
few years. 

Expansion, totalling some $12 
million, not including access 
roads, is expected to further 
complicate the problem. 



The Virginia Beach School 
Board settled the question of 
dividing insurance commissions 
after a three month delay. 

A committee, made up of 
School Supt. E. E. Blrckell and 
School Board Chairman J. W. 
Buffington, presented the plan 
whereby 50 per cent of the 
commissions on school insur- 
ance would go to the agent of 
record and the rest to be divided 
among members of the Virginia 
Be a cli Independent Insurance 
Agents Association and those 
agents who have previously par- 
ticipated in school insurance. 

Said Buffington,"There is no 
perfect solution, no good solu- 
tion, not even a fair solution." 
Then he added that the insur- 
ance this year is "far superior 
and far less expensive than 
when It was put out on bids." 

The issue of commissions 
was first raised in August when 
independent agents appeared at 
the School Board meeting to 
say that the plan of giving the 
commission only to members 
of the Virginia Beach Indepen- 
dent Insurance Agents Associa- 
tion was unfair since the or- 
ganization does not represent 
all of the independent agents. 

In 'September they returned 
along with members of the V. 
B.I.I.A.A. but no settlement was 
reached, so Buffington and 
Brickell were appointed to set- 
tle the division. 

Mrs. Ralph Melton, spokes- 
man for the JohnB. Dey P.T.A., 
renewed an earlier request for 
a gymnasium for the school, 
Brickell pointed out It would 
take anouther bond issue topco- 
vlde the money for a gym. 
He said that 26 elementary 
schools have no syms and seven 
do. He suggested that "at the 
first Indication of another bond 
issue, you all holler loud." 

Dr. D. D. Conkwrlght sugges- 
ted that a small track and foot- 
ball field could be put in the 
open field behind the school 
which is presently used as park- 
ing during Cox High School 
football games.

Frank Taylor, director of 
adult education, said that 519 
adults are enrolled in adult 
evening classes, and he fore- 
sees 1,000 in the future, "may- 
be next year." Classes in- 
creased to 40 this fall from 
eight last year. Taylor also 
predicted evening school diplo- 
mas in the future. 

The long-unnamed school in 
the Windsor Woods area at last 
has a name-Windsor Oaks. 

The Building and Grounds 
Committee of the School Board 
recommended and the School 
Board approved that the Bayside 
Junior High School not exceed 
$2,600,000. Bids on the proposed 
school were higher than antici- 
pated, and the committee has 
been working with the architect 
to cut costs.

'Embarrass ' Marr 



"I've been tor rased and em- 
barrassed to the point that I

eration of tile Virginia Beach 
City Jail. 

Marr also released to the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN a copy 
of the report of findfiigs by the 
Virginia Division of Corrections 
in an August inspection of the 
jail, which he requested, A week 
ago Marr would not discuss the 
contents of the report but on 
Thursday, the SUN's publication 
day, released the report to a 
Norfolk newspaper. "While the 
report detailed specific recom- 
mendations for improvement of 
the jail operation, Sgt. Marr 
said he felt "the report didn't 
criticize me". %Sr 
, W. K. CunninghalfeJfr., dir- 
ector of the Division* of Cor- 
rections, recommended num- 
erous personnel and; physical 
changes at the jail. 

Personnel changes outlined in 
the report suggestedlfce hiring 
of additional jailers^and ma- 
trons, although the report stated 
that the present staff "in a 
sense . . . gives yofjtfull-time 
supervision over the inmates". 
The report alleged: Routes of 
the jail were not reaving ade- 
quate supervision and recom- 
mended employmengfipf addi- 
tional jailers to provide for 
placing an "inside .Jailer" on 
duty in the security area. The 
hiring of additonal (natrons was 
also recommended so that a 
matron would be on duty at all 
times to supervise? 'liomeii 
mates. At present onlf one full- 
time matron is employed. 

Marr said he has requested 
an allocation from the State 
Department of Welfate and In- 
stitutions board of compensation 
for an additional matron whom 
he hopes to employ lit the very 
near future, 

The report also recom mended 
"that only misdemeanants be 
used as trusties" and that such 
trustees be "returned to their 
cells when not actually working 
at their assigned jobs".Atj)re- 
sent felons are also used as 
trusties. 

Marr, while taking steps to 
made some of the recommended 
changes,' said he also' disagreed 
with the recommended reloca- 
£pa of the Justice of toe Peace 
office out of the building and 
the use of space in jail opera- 
tions. 

Marr told the SUN "Reloca- 
tion of the Justice ofthe Peace 
would make an inconvenience 
to police in bringtnf e |jrisoners 
in and to prisoners in their 
making bonds". $» 

Recommendations regarding 
security changes include pro- 
viding additional space for 
visiting prisoners. Visiting is 
now permitted on each of the 
floors of the jail, and personal 
contact between inmates and 
visitors is possible. At Marr's 
request, and upon City Manager 
Roger Scott's recommendation 
City Council Monday appropri- 
ated $1,500 for renovation of the 
city jail. Scott said the money ■ 
would be used to construct a

Change in Conflict 
Law Looks Hopeful 



Until this week it looked like 
the special conflict of interest 
study commission set up by 
Virginia Gov. Milts E. Godwin, 
Jr. was ignoring the special 
problems faced in Virginia 
Beach and Norfolk. 

Then in an abrupt about face, 
upon the urging of state and 
local officials and a resolutions 



adopted recently by the Virginia 
Municipal League, the commis- 
sion met and recommended that 
changes in the nearly 100-year- 
old law be explored by the 
special session of the Virginia 
General Assembly expected to 
be called next February or 
March. 

The chairman of the com- 
mission. Dr. William T. Muse, 
said he did not believe the 
rush was necessary and the 
matter could wait until 1970, 
but because of the urgent pleas, 
asked for the consideration by 
the special session. 

The matter came to a head 
in Virginia Beach when former 
Police and Trail Board chair- 
man Richard Holland was ac- 
cused of conflict of interest 
by Commonwealth's Attorney 
Andre Evans. The matter in- 
volved the sale of emergency 
equipment to the city . by a 
firm Holland heads. Evans now 
has a court case pending against 
Holland, which is expected to 
be delayed until the General 
Assembly acts. 

Other Virginia Beach Icials 
were also accused,and j furor 
became much worse when a 
large number of Nr folk ; J 
other Tidewater cit, of; :ials 
were also accused of conflicts 
involving millions of dollars. 

New legislation will be drawn 



to present to the membership 
of the Assembly. A more lenient 
law is not necessarily expected, 
but one that clears up con- 
flicting points and which spells* 
out exactly who and whattrans- 
actions are covered is expected. 
There is still some possibility 
that a special session may not 
be able to handle th e matter, 
and the commission may have 
to meet again to resolve dif- 
ferences. In that event a new 
conflict of interest law might 
still have to wait until 1970.

Virginia Beach Borough Fire 
Department Chief E. B. Bayne 
has been appointed to serve on 
an advisory committee on em- 
ergency medical services by 
the Virginia State Board of 
Health.

An investigation made by 4 
Cities for Mixed Beverages un- 
covered fallicies, misstate- 
* ments and distortions of facts 
in a flyer distributed recently 
by "TOTAL", Hunter A. Hogan, 
Jr., 4 Cities chairman, said 
today. 

Prepared by "TOTAL'*(Tide- 
water's Opposition to Alcohol's 
Lies), the flyer was directed 
at young people. It listed four 
reasons for voting against 
Mixed Beverages, supporting 
them with "statements taken 
out of context, erroneous con- 
clusions and things which just 
are not true", Hogan said. 

The flyer quoted the chair- 
man of the Iowa Liquor Comm- 
ission as saying that "selling 
of liquor to minors'' was one 
of two major problems which 
developed during the first four 
years of liquor «by-the-drink in 
Iowa. 

In a telephone conversation 
with a representative of the 4 
Cities Committee, Walter E.

Hogan said "Total" backed 
this statement with the erron- 
eou s r e p ort t hat 'liquor - by - th o- 




drink Atlanta made 76.6 per- 
cent of her total arrests for 
alcohol-related charges during 
1965' compared to 55 percent 
for the national average." 

A check with the given source, 
the Task Force Report on 
Drunkenness of the President's 
Commission on Law Enforce- 
ment and the Administration of 
Justice, shows that the 76.6 
percent figure is not for arrests 
on alcohol-related charges but 
for drunk, disorderly and vag- 
rancy. Arrests for drunkenness 
were 52.5 percent, less than 
the national average. 

The flyer put out by "Total" 
also states that the Mixed Bev- 
erages Law "rather than pro- 
tecting the minor— gives new 
protection to the liquor dispen- 
ser that he has never had 
■^before." It went on to say that 
the licensed liquor - by - the - 
drink dealer is relieved from 
the absolute burden of deter- 
mining whether his customer is 
a minor or not." 

The source given was Chapter 
211, Public Acts 1967, Section 
57-156, T.C.A. Local legis- 
lators queried "don't know what 
this reference is," Hogan said. 
"They say that there is no such 
thing as 'Acts of 1967' because 
the Legislature did not meet 
that year.' Another misstate- 
ment by 'Total' ". 

Hogan added, "They do know 
that Section 4-62 of the Virginia 
Code provides that anyone who 
sells alcohol to a person, know- 
ing that person is under 21, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
They do know that the new Mixed 
Beverages Law also makes the 
minor guilty if he tries to buy 
liquor. It seems to me that 
the law does not relieve the 
operator of the burden, but 
makes the law more stringent 
by adding the provision con- 
cerning minors.

Cook-Outs Can Become Cook-Ins 



You don't need special po- 
wers to turn cook-outs into 
cook-ins and extend the summer 
barbecuing season into a year 
-'round affair. But it does help 
to have a little black magic - 
in the form of handy charcoal 
briquets - and some saucer y 
sorcery. The Barbecue Briquet 
Institute o f f e r s these tips and 
recipes to help you charm hun- 
gry family and friends with 
indoor charcoal cooking. 

Barbecuing's basic bag of 
tricks starts out with an out- 
door-type grill, barbecue ket- 
tle or hibachi. Built-in kitchen 
grills, permanent and prefabri- 
cated fireplaces are also ideal 
places for conjuring up a tasty 
cook-in. A number of small 
inexpensive grills on the mar- 
ket fit easily into any fire- 
place. You can enhance the ma- 
gic of a regular fireplace, if 
you have one, with an inex- 
pensive swing-out rack which 
attaches to the grate. 

Magic concoctions may have 
been taken for granted in days 
of yore . - but for you, they 
may mean trouble. Charcoal, 
like any fuel, gives off gases 
when burning, so use your grill 
only in the fireplace or in a 
cooking area that is vented or 
hooded. If you use a portable 
grill on an enclosed porch or 
in a garage, for example, be 
sure to leave the doors open 
while cooking. 

Up In a puff of smoke. It 
may be fine for witches and the 
like, but not for you. So unless 
you really lead a charmed life, 
heed these safety tips. If you 
light the briquets with lighter 
fluid, don't oversoak them or 
add fluid after the coals have 
ignited. When you need extra 
coals, place them around the 
edge of the fire until they ig- 
nite. To lessen the chance of 
flame-ups, when broiling, 
spread the live coals one inch 
apart in a single layer and tip 
the grill. 



1/4 c. minced parsley 
2 tbl. minced onion 
1/4 tsp. thyme 
Sour cream if desired. 

Put butter into a small bowl. 
Add parsley, onion and thyme; 
mix well and set aside. Wash 
chicken breasts or legs and 
pat dry with paper towels. Use 
a small, sharp knife to make 
pockets in the thickest parts. 
(Cut the slits parallel to the 
skin and large enough to hold 
1 or 2 teaspoons of butter mix- 
ture.) Fill each posket with a 
spoonful of butter mixture and 
close with wooden picks. Ar- 
range hot briquets for grill 
barbecuing. Place stuffed 
breasts or legs, skin-side down 
on grill close to the briquets. 
Barbecue chicken until done, 
or about 15 minutes; turn once. 
If desired, brush with some sour 
cream during the last few min- 
utes of grilling. 

HONEY GLAZED LOIN LAMB 
CHOPS 

Buy loin lamb chops cut about 
3/4-inch thick. Allow one or 
one and a half chopper serving. 
Sprinkle lamb with salt and pep- 
per. Combine 1/2 cup honey, 
.3 tablespoons lemon juice with 
1/4 teaspoon nutmeg; blend. 
Brush lamb with half of honey 
mixture. Broil lamb 3 to 4 
inches from glowing briquest 
5 to 7 minutes. Turn and brush 
with remaining honey mixture. 
Broil 5 to 7 minutes, or until 
desired degree of doneness. 
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Under the watchful eye^of a parent, teens 
can learn theart of fi reiki i I ding safely with 
barbecue briquets and the art of broiling 
a popular cut of lamb such as these chops 
shown sizzling on a hibachi placed in a fire- 
place or other well ventilated area. This 
is something young people can enjoy in-

Buy beef short ribs, cut into 
pieces about 2 inches square. 
Allow about 1 pound per ser- 
ving. Prepare Rum Marinade. 
Lay short ribs in marinade, 
cover and marinate 4 hours 
In the refrigerator, turning oc- 
casionally. Just before barbe- 
cuing, drain ribs on paper to- 
wels.

1-2 tbl. lemon juice 
1 tsp. dry mustard 

1 tbl. molasses 

2 tsp. ginger 

1 clove garlic, crushed 
1/2 tsp. pepper 

Combine all ingredients in 
glass or enamel container, stir 
to mix well. Or put marinade 
In pint -size, screw-top jar, 
cover and shake. The marinade 
can be stored in the refrigera- 
tor until used.

And in the face of an economic upsurge 
in the entire city during 1968 that helps to 
offset decreasing business opportunities in 
other cities of Tidewater, nothing can be 
further from the truth. 

In a city that is working diligently every 
day to bring new industry and business to its 
confines, it is entirely possible the BEACON 
has done a great disservice. Anyone seeing 
just that picture story would have to believ e ^.^ , 
that the entire city closes on Labor Day. 

It is a simple task for a newspaper to show 
only what it wishes to show. Witness the 
pictures on this page of downtown Norfolk 
and of Ward's Corner taken on a Saturday 
morning. Obviously the photographer staged 
these pictures, but the fact remains that the 
traffic was not there. 

And one has only to walk through downtown 
Norfolk to see the apparent decline of business 
there. The number of vacant stores along main 
arteries, the number of "For Rent" signs, 
the degeneration of several movie theatres to - 
erotic havens, the number of questionable 
book stores that have opened and the general 
lack of a bustling climate for business are 

a ll in s h arp contrast to th e h e alth y thriving — — — 

shopping areas of Virginia Beach, both in the 
resort borough and elsewhere. ** 

It is also interesting to note the great 
number of .onetime Norfolk stores that have 
realized this and moved to Virginia Beach, 
either entirely or as a branch. And Virginia 
Beach advertising keeps the BEACON in bus- 
iness. Whether the BEACON can see it or not 
editorially, Virginia Beach undoubtedly is 
"where the action is." ,

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Chrysanthemums Date Back toConfuciotii 



(Editor's Note: Here is ano- 
ther in the series on Home hor- 
ticulture by Wesley P. Judkins 
of the horticulture department 
at Virginia Tech.) 

Chrysanthemums, the glory 
of autumn and the football sea- 
son, have a fascinating history. 
Although they were mentioned 
bv Confucius about 500 B.C., 
they have been grown in the U.S. 
for only 170 years. This may 
seem like a rather long timp 
to some of us mortals with 
our creaky joints, but in the 
plant world, two centuries is 
a short time indeed. 

The chrysanthemum origina- 
ted in China and was introduced 
in Japan in the fourth century 
A.D. It was not until 1688 that 
a few plants were brought by 
ship masters and traders a- 
round the Cape of Good Hope 
to Europe. The plants died and 
no further importations were 
made for a full century. 

In 1789, one lonely plant sur- 
vived the long voyage from 
China to France, and the chry- 
santhemum became extablished 
in Europe. The long warm sum- 
mer of Marseilles was ideal 
for its growth. Cuttings and 
divisions were sold and within 
a few years an exhibit of a 
hundred plants was held in Par- 
is. This fine flower wa^now 
well launched in the western 
world. 

The chrysanthemum is a 
short-day plant which meansyit 
will not form flower buds and 
bloom except when exposed to 
the relatively short days of 
late summer, usually with 12 
hours or less of daylight. This 
caused a Serious problem iir 
getting plants to bloom before 
frost and restricted the places 
where this plant could be grown 
outdoors. 



more favorable, and a succes- 
sion of fine exhibits made Bos- 
ton the center for chrysanthe- 
mum growers for the entire 
country. 

And so the chrysanthemum 
gained in popularity and Im- 
portance as ' a flower for home 
gardens and for commercial

Disputes 'Facts' 



A weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in Norfolk the VIRGINIA 
OBSERVER, claimed in its issue 
two weeks ago that a firm 
headed by former Virginia 
Beach City Councilman W. Hugh 
Kitchin, "escaped payment on 
city business taxes that may 
total over $2 million."

The same front-page article 
quoted Evans as having said 
his investigation "resulted in 
the same facts" contained in 
the story and that "retribution 
is in order." ._____^ 

Kitchin, who has operated the 
firm in question for over ten 
years along with Graham Hinn- 
ant, said he was out of the 
city when the two articles were 
published and did not know of 
the accusations against Beach 
Umbrella Service, Inc. until 
he returned. 

"I still don't know exactly 
what it's all about," he added, 
"because I haven't gone into it 
too deeply."

Sidney Kellam to Head

A reliable source told the 
VIRGINIA BEACH SUN that 
about 16 pages of the report 
were missing when it was made 
public and that the recommend- 
ation for a Virginia Beach site 
had been included in the missing 
pages. Attempts to substantiate 
the claim, however, proved un- 
successful. 

The source also said that a 
site in Virginia Beach had been 
discussed by the consultants

Standing was hospitalized Tues 
day night and was not available 
for comment. Other sources in 
Norfolk either could not or 
would not substantiate the re- 
port. 

As presented to Norfolk City 
Council the report- called for 
a multi-purpose 10,000 to 12,000 
seat stadium and an expandable 
25,000 to 30,000 seat stadium 
for bowl games and possible 
professional football games. 
According to the released re- 
port the site recommended was 
at Military Highway near Inter- 
state 64 and Northampton Blvd. 

The consultant, Dr. Alfred 
Gobar, who made the study also 
could not be reached for com- 
ment. He had been staying at 
the Golden Triangle Hotel in 
Norfolk but had checked out 
and was on his way to Calif- 
ornia. 

Virginia Beach City Council- 
man Lawrence Marshall who 
headed a special committee 
studying the feasibilty of a 
stadium and convention center 
in the area said he had heard 
no official confirmation of the 
Virginia Beach site recommen- 
dation. Other Councilman said 
they had heard it but only as 
a rumor.

The $2 million figure used 
earlier in the article was never 
fully explained. 

It was also estimated in the 
article that the 100-day resort 
season produced $400,000 for 
the firm, based on the number 
of rental units. It concluded that 
the firm had paid taxes only 
on 275 units. 

Kitchin said that the $400,000 
gross figure was overestimated 
about two-and-one-half times 
and thaHhewtter-must nave 
overlooked a decimal point in 
studying the tax rates. 

"Each unit over 400 is taxed 
. at $1, not $100," said Kitchin. 
' "And that's a big difference." 

"He (the writer) got the in- 
formation on the number of units 
we have from a 17-year-old 
boy who only worked for us one 
season," Kitchin, said. "I don't 
see how he could estimate. 
Offhand I'm not even certain just 
how many units we have." 

Kitchin added that the matter 
had been fully investigated be- 
fore while he was a member 
of Virginia Beach City Council 
and that no irregularities were 
found. He referred any further 
questions to the office of Ivan 
M«ipf*fi»w»issioner of Rev- 
enue/ where he said the entire 
situation was a matter of 
record. 

Mapp said he had not gone 
into the matter but had no rea- 
son to believe "Mr. Kitchin 
would falsify his taxable pro- 
perty claim." He said he knew 
Kitchin as an honorable man. 

Neither Mapp nor Kitchin said 
they had any information con- 
cerning an investigation by 
Evans or any plans to seek 
retribution. 



City Council Monday takes 
up at long last the minimum 
housing code for Virginia Beach. 
The long delayed discussion 
comes up for public hearing at 
10 a.m. at City Hall, and a 
large number of people are ex- 
pected to be on hand to observe 
and to speak. 

While most who are directly 
concerned with the proposed 
ordinance appear to favor it 
there are still those who strong- 
ly oppose it. Most of the ob- 
jection at present seems to come 
from rural areas where con- 
siderable upgrading of homes 



for migrant workers, for in- 
stance,, will have to be seriously 
considered to comply if and 
when the matter becomes law. 

Earlier objections regarding 
the right of entry for inspection 
purposes have apparently been 
overcome to the satisfaction of 
« most. And other objections re- 
garding review have also been 
overcome with provisions in the 
proposed code for an exhaustive 
appeal procedure where any 
violation is noted. 

Virginia Beach is one of the 
few cities in the area which 
does not have a minimum hous- 



ing ordinance and has been 
criticized in many quarters for 
its failure to pass one. This 
time the law Is expected to pass. 
Additional federal funds are 
also available to cities which 
have the law over those which 
do not. 

More than a year ago the 
earlier version of the code was 
presented for discussion at pub- 
lic hearing and delayed indi- 
finitely while objections were 
reportedly being ironed out.

' 'Goodbye Char lie, "by George 
Axelrod, has rather ticklish 
subject matter, but the grand 
opening night black-tie audience 
was either too sophisticated or 
too stuffy to laugh. It's a funny 
play if one can accept the pre- 
mise of a young devil-may- 
care playboy shot and killed 
by a jealous husband then com- 
ing back as a beautiful girl 
as punishment for his sins.

But the lack 
of laughs from the opening night 
audience made it all seem rather 
tedious, unfunny and terribly 
slow. 

Timothy Jones' direction is 
excellent. He has put together 
a well-balanced and nicely paced 
production. It is a shame it 
is not fully appreciated. Actual- 
ly what may very well be wrong 
is that the play can more easily 
be appreciated by men than 
women. All the talk about sexual 
escapades somehow are funnier 
to a man than to a woman, 
we are told. 

Lynn Howard, as Charlie- 
turned-girl, is outstanding. She 
never overplays the obvious 
masculine traits called for, nor 



does she overdo the vampish 
female traits that would be so 
easy to give in to. Her relaxed 
characterization fits the rolej, 
perfectly. 

WiUiam Jon Camp apparently 
had difficulty trying to decide 
how to play the role of Charlie's, 
best friend and the only one 
that Charlie tells of his-her 
new identity. Granted it is a 
difficult role too-from best 
friend- to possible boyfriend. 
But Camp never seems to relax 
enough and is too pompous. 
He appears more out of sorts 
at the entire situation than he 
should be. 

Theresa Stallings, as the wife 
whom Charlie was shot over, 
plays the uninhibited role very 
well. There is lots of fun in 
the role, and she gets it all 
out. 

Byron Perkins and Judy Case, 
as Charlie's only two mourners, 
at a memorial service, add nice 
bits at the beginning of fae 
Play. 

Perhaps the choice of play 
was not the best for a premiere 
production, but it is well done 
and deserving of great praise. 
The setting itself on the large 
stage is worth the price • of 
admission. 

Perhaps the next show and 
a better opening night audience 
will show off the Lake Wright 
Playhouse to better advantage.

Juvenile Incidents Expands 



A 14-year-old juvenile was 
^•covered by police last Friday 
night during the football game 
between Princess Anne and Kel- 
lam high schools carrying razor 
blades in his shirt pocket. 

Police officials said they have 
charged the juvenile with car- 
rying a concealed weapon. The 
youth was also' reported to be 
carrying hairpins, and investi- 
gators say the hairpins could 
be used to form a cradle on 
which to set the razor blades 
between the fingers as a possi- 
ble weapon. 

According to police he was 
one of several juveniles charged 
with offenses ranging from 
drinking in public to failure to 
move on at the site of large 
gatherings of juveniles at var- 
ious drive-ins after the games 
last Friday night. 

Approximately 30 additional 
police officers were placed on 
duty Friday night at high school 
football fields as well as to 
the usual teenage gathering 
places because of rumors of 
possible gang fights being plan- 
ned. * 

Many of the police officers, 
including regulars, auxiliaries 
and special officers, had al- 
ready put in a full day's work 
but remained on duty through 
the night hours. There were 
few disturbances of a major 
nature.. Most of the youngsters 
were quite orderly in their 
post-game activities, according 
to police. 

Friday night's action by police 
was a precautionary measure 
following the prevention of what 
appeared to be a gang fight 
last Thursday in Lineberry Park 
in the Windsor Woods section. 
At that time, acting on advance 
information police dispersed a 
crowd of some 30 juveniles 
from Princess Anne and Kel lam 
high schools and confiscated a 
number of wooden clubs, pieces 
of metal pipes, and links of 
chains found in the possession 
of several of the juveniles. 

A total of 24 persons now 
face charges as a result of the 
Lineberry Park incident. Six- 
teen juveniles and seven adults 
have been charged with "un- 
lawful assembly" under pro- , 



visions of the State Code, .and 
one adult faces charges of car- 
rying a concealed weapon. 

Police officials told the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN the Line- 
berry Park incident was the 
apparent result of the alleged 
beating up of a boy, a student 
of Kellam high school, and that 
the juveniles gathered In the 
park to "settle the matter", 
Officials also pointed out that 
the incident in no way discredits 
school or shows any lack of 
school officials, or shows any 
lack of cooperation on their 
part, and that further steps 
are being taken by police and 
school officials to guard against 
any similiar occurrence in the 
future.

Under it's original provisions 
the fund was established to 
provide rapid availability of 
cash to assist families of fire 
fighters who died. The plan is 
now being expanded to offer 
such assistance to all fire figh- 
ters in Virginia Beach, whether 
they are members of a paid, 
volunteer or military fire de- 
partment. Membership in the 
plan has also been opened to 
offer benefits to Virginia Beach 
police officers, including mem- 
bers of both the auxiliary as 
well as regular police depart- 
ment. 

Those who are eligible, and 
wish to participate, may do so 
by contributing $1.50 to the fund, 
plus $1.50 for coverage of their 
wives. At the time of death of 
a member, or his wife, a sum 
equal to one dollar for the total 
number of members would be 
paid to the deceased firemen's, 
or policemen's, surviving wife 
or husband to meet immediate 
financial obligations. 

The fund treasury would be 
replenished after each required 
usage by reassessing remain- 
ing members at the initial $1.50 
rate. The use of one dollar in 
computing death benefit pay- 
ments rather than the $1.50 
fund contribution assures a 
ready balance in the fund.

For Police in FOP A Study 

A four -month analysis of the at nnnrnvimarolv MM muibio • . .. . .__•' . 



A four-month analysis of the 
operation of tne Virginia Beach 
Police Department las just been 
completed by members of the 
Fraternal Order of Police As- 
sociate Lodge #8. 

Hie study, conducted by Na- 
thaniel J. Cohen and Gus Rigan- 
to, states that definite action 
is needed on the part of citizens 
and City Council to provide for 
the continued operation of the 
Police department at its present 
high level of proficiency and 
to continue to retain and attract 
the caliber of personnel re- 
quired. 

The study recommends con- 
crete steps be taken to provide 
improvement in at least four 
areas: the size of the depart- 
ment; the continued education of 
police personnel and continued 
modernization of equipment; 
raising the salaries of police 
officers and providing them with 
better protection in the event 
of their being accused of false 
arrest; and creation of a rea- 
listic retirement system. 

Daring the next several weeks 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN will 
interpret the findings of the 
study in the hope that appro- 
priate action will be taken to 
strengthen the Virginia Beach 
Police Department. 

The report indicates the pre- 
sent size of the department 



at approximately 180 full-time 
officers. The city also main- 
tains an auxiliary force of 120 
men, who devote some 12,000 
to 15,000 hours annually, with- 
out compensation to assisting 
the regular police. They are 
available primarily on special 
assignment requests to support 
replar police officers. 

The City also employs some 
40 law students each summer 
who devote most of their time 
to assistance of patrolling the 
resort portion of the city. 

The full-time police strength 
includes the number of men 
engaged in supervision of the 
department, those assigned to 
important jobs within the con- 
fines of precinct stations, and 
the constant manning of the 
communication center. These 
assignments further curtail the 
number of men able to con- 
tinually patrol the city and to 
conduct exhaustive necessary 
investigations. Considerations 
must be made for required re- 
lief of police officers due to 
sick leave, days off and annual 
vacations, according to the re- 
port. T" 

Figures from various city 
government bureaus indicate the 
£ity of Virginia Beach encom- 
passes some 255 square miles, 
containing 735.61 miles of 
streets, roads and highways 



"Everything in the Garden" 
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and a population of some 172,uu0 
persons. The study committee 
also indicated their findings 
showed the crime rate in Vir- 
ginia Beach increased at an an- 
nual rate of 10% between 1960- 
1966, another 16% Increase in 
1967 and a 17% increase this 
year over the same period of 
last year. 

The Uniform Crime Report 
of 1967 as compiled by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
says that cities (he size of 
Virginia Beach would do well 
to maintain a police force which 
provides two full-time officers 
per 1,000 residents. The Vir- 
ginia Beach full-time police 
force falls below this figure. 

The F.O.P.A. report recom- 
mends the City take steps to 
enlarge the Virginia Beach po- 
lice department by a minimum 
of 10%, or an additional 20 
full-time officers, thus provid- 
ing for closer security for all 
areas" of the city and a more • 
efficient method of attacking the 
ever-growing crime rate. But 
it is up to City Council "and 
city officials to evaluate these 
facts and decide. 

Next week the VIRGINIA

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AMVER System Provides Valuable Service to Ships 



A merchant ship off the coast 
of Virginia Beach Is being tos- 
sed by heavy seas. Suddenly the 
cargo shifts violently causing 
extensive damage and the taking 
.#en of water. The snip's master 
radios the Coast Guard for help. 

Within a maximum of 15 min- 
utes help can be on the way. 

This is possible through AM- 
VER the Coast Guard's Auto- 
mated Merchant Vessel Report 
./system, which has plotted more 
s than a half million voyages 
in its decade of service to the 
maritime community. 

AMVfcR, a world-wide free 
and voluntary maritime mutual 
assistance program, can pro- 
vide aid to search and rescue 
efforts on any ocean of the 
world. This is accomplished by 
plotting the voyages of merchant 
ships representing 62 different 
nations. The vessels voluntarily 
radio their sailing plans to the 
AMVER Center on Governors 
Island; in New York. There the 
information, concerning the ship 
positions, is kept continuously 
up-to-date by an electronic 
computer system. 

When emergencies arise at 
sea, the AMVER Center will 
provide Surface Pictures (SUR- 
PICS) to any international 
search and rescue agency upon 
request. A SURPIC is a listing 
of ships which are known to 
be within the area of a distress 
and which contains the ship's 
position, course, speed, des- 
tination, communication and 
medical capabilities. Then the 
ship pr ships nearest the dis- 
tressed vessel can respond in- 
stead of the costly "All ships 
distress call. 

AMVER came into existance

By checking the SURPIC, 
the master of the requesting 
ship can easily arrange a ren- 
dezvous with a vessel that is 
enroute to a port where medical 
facilities are available. 

AMVER also offers assistance 
to aircraft encountering diffi- 
culties during transoceanic 
flights. If an emergency should 
arise and it is doubtful as to 
whether the craft can remain 
airborne, a Trackline SURPIC 



is immediately made available. 
The SURPIC listing provides 
the positions of ships along the 
intended route. Then, should the 
pilot deem it necessary to ditch, 
he can set his plane down in 
the vicinity of a ship.

AMVER operates on the old- 
est tradition of the sea-"That 
no call for help shall go un- 
answered." 

At the present time the list 
of ships operating throughout 
the world is being updated; 
new equipment is being designed 
and built; new highly skilled 
t personnel are being trained; 
and the entire program is being 
enlarged. 

Oddly enough there has been 
an increase in sea tragedies 
in the ten years of AMVER's 
existence, and the need of ser- 
vice in the future would seem 
to be even greater. 

AMVER is only one part of 
the massive Coast Guard Com- 
plex on Governor's Island, which 
is only a^mile long and a 
quarter-of-a-mile wide. It be- 
came the home of the Coast 
Guard in 1966, after serving 
as Headquarters of the First 
U. S. Army from 1934 to 1966. 
It now serves also Headquarters 
U. S." Coast Guard, Eastern 
area.

ted. The subject is a minimum 
housing ordinance for the city.

The fact that it 
is not calls attention to effective 
lobbying against and the grasp- 
ing at any loophole by those 
whom the new law is going to 
cost money. 

Granted there may have been 
some legal problems in the law 
as originally presented over a 
year ago. Hopefully these have 
now been corrected, but it is 
a pity it has taken so long. 

Rural area residents are re- 
ported to be upset by some of 
the standards that must be set 
up in this law. Certainly this 
Is going to cause money to be 
epent to upgrade even the low- 
est type of housing for migrant 
workers and the like, but it 
must be pointed out these are 
MINIMUM standard of not only 
howling, but also common de- 
cency. The new ordiance will 
not cause problems for con- 
scientious homeowners, and 



There is, of course, nothing new about the 
selection of candidates by political organiza- 
tions whose concern was the perpetuation of 
their power. Something of this sort was 
practiced as early as Jefferson's period of 
control, although in his case-and in those 
days-this control was maintained in the con- 
viction that his candidates were the best 
qualified to govern. Governmental control 
solely in the interests of perpetuating a political 
party in power was established by the radical 
element of the Republican Party during the 
Civil -War a full century age. Long after the 
radical element had died off, the political 
machinery, manipulated by party bosses, con- 
tinued the party in power for all except sixteen 
of the next seventy-two years. 




Toward the end of this reign, the party 
in power reached the cynical low in selecting 
Harding as a presidential candidate-coining 
along the way the phrase and the concept of 
"the smoke-filled room." We had a more 
unsophisticated. electorate in those days. In- 
comparably fewer citizens were educated; 
there were no television and radio analysts 
of the political news; newspapers gave far 
less space to political coverage, and columns 
such as (Winchell's and 0. 0. Mclntyre- 
if the younger generation can believe it-were 
preferred to the pundits who now repeat 
themselves and each other in endless varia- 
tions on a single theme. Most of all, young 
people were not as politically conscious as 
they are todav. 

Today voters under forty, the majority of 
the voting population, have no memory of life 
other than the control of the Democratic Party 
except for the eight-year interlude of Eisen- 
hower. The Democrats had gotten in finally 
only by the collapse of the economy, in the 
Depression, which frightened the populace 
into changing parties. 

Now, the pupulace is in a condition of 
growing fear-over the devaluation of money 
with increasing tax-burdens, over the plight 
of the cities with "crime in the streets" 
as its most obvious symptom over the seem- 
ingly insoluble problem of inter-racial rela- 
tions, and Inextricably involved with everything 
else, over the bottomless entanglements caused 
by the nation's assumed role in world affairs. 

But the difference from 1932 is that a more 
enlightened electorate is by no means con- 
vinced that a change of political parties will 
affect significant changes in the fear-arousing 
ills of the nation. 

In Virginia we hear less about the gulf 
between our representatives in government and 



the voting public. Part of this Is caused by the 
homogenous nature of the society which char- 
acterized the state through most other history, 
by which our elected representatives could 
serve the whole rather than segments of special 
interests. Today the state is less homogenous 
ideologically, with the gulfs existing in view- 
points of the majority of their constituents. 
In its entirety the state is still without those 
fragmentations which cause representatives to 
seek blocs of special interests. 

Because of the traumatic experience of 
Republican rule during Reconstruction, until 
recently Virginia did not participate actively 
in the two-party system, but today-except in 
certain areas-conditioning from the past would 
scarcely be a major contribution to voting 
habits. But, as a result of the long existence 
of what amounted to a one-party system, 
among other factors, the state voters do have 
the habit of acceptance of things more or 
less as they are. . 

Whether or not the party system as now 
known does provide the voters with a real 
choice in candidates is a point which could 
be argued from many angles. ~_ 

The real point is that the system is what 
we have, for good or ill, and meaningful 
participation can be most effectively taken 
within the operational system-including, of 
course, that of any new party which emerges. 

In Virginia, political theorists would be 
further confused by the seventy-five years 
from 1700 to the Revolution when the greatest 
glory of Virginians in government was created 
by a no party system. 

Certainly in this coming election, the candi- 
dates are in the main tradition in the repre- 
sentation of their constituents. In the respon- 
sibilities they have assumed in a period that 
can be regarded as critical, these Virginians 
deserve to be supported for their participation 
in the realities as they exist today. They 
deserve to be supported by a voter partici- 
pation which considers these realities and is 
not diverted by the current rise of political 
theories which stress alienation between the 
electorate and organized oartie*. 

Because the electorate of today Is more 
enlightened is the reason that Virginians 
should demonstrate the enlightenment by parti- 
cipation. For, if the often-described gap has 
grown between the younger voters and the 
standard operations of party politics, the gap 
will be closed by voter participation within 
the only system which is at present functioning. 

Changes, as desired, can be wrought within 
the structure within which the Virginia candi- 
dates have offered their services as national 
representatives of the state. Whatever changes 
the future may bring, for the present hour 
of growing fear at the nation's course, Virginia 
needs the participation of its citizens by which 
its representatives can know the vwmsVm 
of the electorate's attitudes. Only by m.ung 
known their wishes, their hopes and fears, 
their convictions and beliefs, can the voters 
assure their representatives of the extent to

Mrsj, Philip R. Moonves, pres- 
ident of the Women's Demo- 
cratic Club of Virginia Beach, 
was highly commended yester- 
day for her fund raising work 
in a speech by Mrs. A. Stuart 
Boiling Jr. .Democratic National 
Committeewoman of Virginia. 

r s. Boiling, who w as s pe ak* 
ing to a meeting of the Wo-' 
men's Democratic Club at the 
Ocean Hearth, said that not only 
was Mrs. Moonves a delegate 
to both the state and national 
conventions, but she had raised 
more money for theHumphrey- 
luskie campaip than any other - 
woman in Virginia. 

In her speech Mrs. Boiling 
said that Gov. Godwin had pas- 
sed a resolution structuring a 
state federation of women's 
Democratic clubs. This haffjngt 
been done before because of 
little or no representation in 
some congressional districts, 
but how efforts are being made 
to form clubs in each of the 
congressional districts. 

J Mrs. N Boiling stressed the 
importance of fund raising, 
particularly by individuals in 
a group. She thanked the Vir- 
ginia Beach olub for their con- 
tributions to the Humphrey- 
Muskie campaign. 

She also spoke of the im- 
portant role women can play, 
even before the beginning of 
the campaigns. Mrs. Boiling, 
who was one of 110 Democrats 
who drafted the party platform 
at Chicago, told of women, many 
times mothers, who appeared 
before the committee and pre- 
sented testimonies concerning 
such issues as hot lunch pro- 
grams and air pollution.

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Lotus: International Attraction or Forgotten Flower?

Woman's Club, wrote an article 
on the lotus in the summer 
issue of the American Horti- 
cultural Magazine, at the re- 
quest of the magazine, in which 
she pointed out that more than 
six acres of the lotus nave 
disappeared completely from 
North Bay and "the lotus in 
the winding creek produces less 
and less bloom each year." 
The lotus stand recovered from 
an earlier setback when it was 
flooded by'salt water during 
a storm in 1933. 



The Cape Henry Woman's 
Club is seeking a solution. The 
U. S. Corps of Engineers have 
pledged their cooperation and 
have provided maps. At the pre- 
sent time estimates are being 
taken on the cost of dredging 
an opening in the creek at the 
north end to allow circulation 
of fresh water into the creek. 
This was the suggestion of the 
U. S. Department of Conserva- 
tion. However, Mrs. C.E. Upton, 
club president; Mrs. Arthur B. 
James, Lotus Gardens chair- 



man, and Mrs. Reed said the 
club is open to any help or 
suggestions it can get from the 
public. 

"This is the best time of the 
year to do it," said Mrs. James 
"We've been told once it's dred- 
ged then it won't have to be 
done again in our lifetime." 

"As a club we're interested 
in conservation of the lotus," 
added Mrs. Upton. 

Since the Cape Henry Woman* 
C lub began sponsoring the Lotus 
Festival, more than $35,000 has 
been back into the community 
by the club by donations to 
public libraries, the General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach and 
scholarships. This year the club 
awarded $1,200 in scholarships: 
two for $400 each for teachers, 
one $400 scholarship for nurs- 
ing and a $400 grant. "The 
money is a gift to the recip- 
ient, and we do not expect re- 
payment," Mrs. Upton explain- 
ed. 

The club has also purchased 
land along the creek bank for 
a small park and picnic area 
dedicated to the first colonists 
who landed at Cape Henry. 

In addition, Tabernacle Meth- 
odist Church, which provides 
lunches for visitors to the Fes- 
tival, has painted its church 
inside and out and almost built 
a parsonage from their luncheon 
profits,"' 

When settlers landed in Vir- 
ginia In 1607, they found the 
Indians using the lotus starch, 



tubers and seeds as food. The 
tubers are supposed to taste 
much like sweet potatoes. 

Lotus are sacred in India. 
American lotus are the only 
ones that are yellow. Others 
are pink or white. The American 
lotus used to grow all over 
the southeast and west to Texas, 
said Mrs. Reed. But people, 
industrialization and pollution 
have caused their disappearance 
from all but a few places. Other 
known places where they grow 
in the U. S. are in Cayuga 
Lake. N. Y., Monroe, Mich., 
Boston.Mass. and Wabash, Minn. 
Our local stand is the largest. 

Mrs. Reed said that the lotus 
is often confused with the water 
lily, although the lotus is not 
a member of the lily family. 
Water lily leaves float on the 
water, and the native species 
have white to pink flowers. The 
flowers of the American lotus 
stand on stalks elevated three 
to four feet above the water. 
The leaves, nearly as tall as 
the flower stalks, are circular, 
one to two feet in diameter and 
are depressed. or cup-shaped. 

Fred Huette, formerly with 
the Norfolk Botanical Gardens, 
told the club that the gardens 
could be made into an inter- 
national attraction. He tried 
unsuccessfully to establish 
some in the Norfolk Gardens 
by the Sea, but they were eaten 
by muskrats. Traps were put 
out and 250 muskrats were 
caught in one winter.

Mrs. Reed learned of Dr. Ichiro 
Ogawa, an architectural en- 
gineer, at the Bureau of Re- 
clamation in Denver. Dr. Ogawa 
became interested in lotus 
through the experiments of the 
late Dr. Ichiro Oga of Japan, 
who successfully planted and 
grew lotus from 2000-year-old 
seeds. 

Dr. Ogawa arranged to have 
both plants and seeds of Ameri- 
can lotus sent to Japan. The 
plants did not survive. However 
the seeds did, but when they 
bloomed they were white instead 
of yellow. After testing the 
water, it was determined that 
brackish water was required for 



the yellow blooms. The water 
was brought close to the level 
to Tabernacle Creek water- 
without salt-and yellow blooms 
were achieved. The plants have 
done well there and will be . 
used in Expo 70. i * 

A dried lotus is also on dis- 
play in a shadowbox in the 
British Museum in the John 
Clayton collection of early co- 
lonial flora of Virginia in the 
early . 17th century. Mrs. W.

H air Today, 
Gone Tomorrow

For the past few years there 
has been one innocuous subject 
that has made almost as much 
news, as the war In Vietnam, 
riots in Chicago and the gold 
standard. What is it? Hair- 
long hair, that is . . . well, long 
hair on a male to be exact. 

How can anything be inno- 
cuous that causes such a dis- 
turbance? Think . . . be truthful 
.... when was the last time 
long hair did anything harmful 
or useful? After you get past 
Sampson and Lady Godiva you 
probably have a hard time re- 
calling any real activity on the 
part of hair. 

As a matter of fact, scientists 
tell us that hair is on its way 
out. At one time it had a practi- 
cal use as protection, but lately 
it seems to have become just 
an ornament, and you know what 
happens to something you don't 
use. 

Now that the fact has been 
established that hair does no- 
thing and is of no use, you 
might ask, "Why is it such 
big news?". On its own, hair 
isn't news, but somewhere along 
the way hair has gotten mixed 
up with character analysis. 
Many people now think that they 
can look at a head of hair and 
tell immediately what kind of 
person lies at its roots. 

This type of reasoning doesn't 
bother the so-called adults in 
our society. They are used to 
being sized-up by the kind of 
car they drive, the residential 
s ec tion t h ey liv e in, the clothes 
they wear. But this type of 
reasoning does both the teen- 
agers who have yet to learn 
that a person's value lies not 
in what he is, but what he has. 
Hair seems to be causing 
more trouble at high schools 
than anywhere else. It isn't 
unusual at all to read about, 
or hear about, some poor, un- 
suspecting boy with long silky 
locks who is cajoled, threatened 
and in some cases even taken 
to the barber byanH.P. (Higher 
Person) on account of his hair. 
These H.P.'s may be mothers, 
fathers, principals . . . anyone 
with- poVer enough to make the 
victim do what he wants to do 
.even if f he doesn't want to do 
^.(Anote^'Roget's fmVsaurus'' 
lists the. word "martyr" as a 
synonym for "victim".) 

There is nothing definite in 
school policy that determines 
the length of hair. As long as 
hair is "neat and presentable" 
it is in line with school policy. 
(There is a bit of a problem 
here, for the policy is so loose 
at Virginia Beach that it leaves 
itself wide open. What may be 
"neat and presentable" to the 
students will not, nine times 
out. of ten, appear to be so to 
the teachers and principals.) 
If hair presented no problem 
in our education system for 
many years, why now? 

Maybe, because hair gets 
heavy as it gets long, it pulls 
on the students' brain cells and 
prevents his learning processes 
from operating efficiently. 

Or, maybe long hair swings 
more freely and causes a lot 
of noise, thereby creating a 
disturbance. 

Perhaps the real basis for 
-the argument against long hair 
goes something like this: "Long 
hair is bad. Anyone who wears 
long hair is bad. He is bad 
because he wears long hair. 
If you wear long hair you will 
be bad." 
Isn't that logic magnificant? 
Of course long hair is a fad, 
which probably began with the 
Beatles. And yet it might have 
begun with George Washington 
.... he had long hair, too. 

As a fad, or a teenage fashion, 
what is wrong with it? Every 
other age group has styles and 
modes. Why not the teenager? 

Several students in our local 
high schools were asked to 
find out what their contempor- 
aries were thinking along these 
lines. 

Deborah Peebles of Union 
Kempsville reports that some 
boys say they are short of 
money for hair cuts, but most 
of them wear long hair, or 
want to wear long hair, because 
it is the style. 

James McCracken of Cox 
found out that the students them- 
selves place limits on the length 
of hair. The students agreed 
that the hair should not hang 
over the ears, but they did not 
mind if it grew over the back 
of the collar a bit. 

Most students seem to wish 
their hair were Just a little 
longer, but they wear it at a 
length to please their parents 
and other H.P.'s. . 

Some students have a real 
problem. These are the ones 
who play with one of the various 
bands in the area. Many of them 
pay for their school books, buy 
their clothes and make their 
spending money this way. For 



some of them it is a livelihood. 
They are told by their agents 
that they have to have longhair. 
Then they are told by H.P.'s 
that as long as their hair is 
long they will be watched for 
any movement on their part 
which might be construed as a 
Wrong Step. Some have been 
forced to cut their hair, job or 
no job. 

Youth doesn't rebel against 
authority so much as against 
useless authority. Hair seems 
to be creating what might be 
called "a situation." 

Some students may have hair 
a little too long, since the 
H.P.'s don't seem to be able 
to see the student for the hair 
in a lot of cases. 

Rob McCausland, a student 
at Bayside High School, has 
a good perspective on the situa- 
tion. According to him, "... 
a boy may wear his hair to 
his wrists or below. It matters 
not. He is still very much a 
person. And he is still very 
much loved ... by God."

The time to think about mail- 
ing Christmas parcels to mem- 
bers of the armed forces over- 
seas is now, according to 
Virginia Beach Postmaster 
Joseph T. Crosswhite, Jr. 

TH following periods nave 
been designated: (1) Surface 
Transportation-Oct. 14 to Nov. 
9 (2) SAM (Space Available 
Parcel AIrlift)-Oct. 21 to Nov. 
23. When appropriate gift par- 
cels weighing not more than 
five pounds and measuring not 
more than 60 Inches in length 
and girth combined, addressed 
to members of the armed forces 
overseas, will be provided air- 
lift service on a space available 
basis from the postal concen- 
tration centers even though pre- 
paid at the surface rate. Such 
parcels will be endorsed with 
the large letters SAM by ac- 
cepting postal employees. (3) 
PAL-Oct. 28^ to NOV. 30.TAL 
parcels will be endorsed as 
such upon payment of the $1 
fee. (4) Airmail-Nov. 30 to 
Dec. 11. 

Crosswhite explained that the 
term "Armed Forces Overseas" 
includes personnel of the Armed 
Forces, members of their fam- 
ilies, and the U. S. civilians 
employed overseas who receive 
their mail through an APO or 
FPO, New York, San Francisco 
or Seattle. 

All articles should be packed 
in boxes of wood, metal, solid 
fiberboard or strong double 
faced corrugated fiberboard. All 
fiberboard boxes should be se- 
curely wrapped in heavy paper 
and well tied with strong cord. 
Sufficient cushioning material 
should be used to prevent any 
rattling or loosening of articles 
within the package. A slip show- 
ing list of contents, and name 
and address of sender and ad- 
dressee should be enclosed. 
Forms 3966 of 3976-A, Cus- 
toms Declaration, completed by 
the senders are required on 
parcels to many destinations. 



In addition to articles nor- 
mally prohibited in the mail, 
firearms, matches of all kinds 
and lighter fluid may not be 
mailed to overseas military ad- 
dresses. Cigarettes, other to- 
bacco products, coffee and vari- 
ous items, are prohibited in 
parcels addressed to some mil- 
itary post offices. 

Addresses must be legible 
and complete and should be 
prepared by typewriter or pen 
and ink. The>APO and FPO 
numbers must be shown on all' 
mail.

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Will Apples Replace Toothbrush? 



(Editor's note: Her e is another 
in the series on home horti- 
culture by Wesley P. Judkins, 
es tension specialist in horticul- 
ture at Virginia Tech.) 

Can you watch a young boy 
eating a crisp juicy apple with- 
out having your own mouth wa- 
ter? There is nothing quite like 
the sweet and taflgy taste of 
this fine fruit. 

The apple has become a de- 
lightful American heritage even 
though it is not a native of this 
continent. Like many of the fine 
people in this country, the apple 
is an immigrant from Europe. 

The apple is so old histori- 
cally mat we do not know of 
the single wild form, to which 
its ancestry can be traced. It 
is one of the oldest of culti- 
vated fruits and was grown in 
Greece as early as 600 years 
before the time of Christ. The 
wild ancestors of the apple pro- 
bably originated In the moun- 
tainours regions between the 
Black and Caspian seas in south- 
west Asia. Large forests of 
apple trees, showing great vari- 
ation in fruit characteristics, 
are found in this area. 

The small wild apples were 
such good food that they were 
carried by animals and man 
into Europe before the dawn 
of civilization. The prehistoric 
lake dwellers of northern Italy 
and Switzerland used dried ap- 
ples as an important item in 
their diet. 

Virginia is one of the most 
important apple producing 
states in the U. S. The crop is 
usually in excess of 10 million 
bushels per year. Over half of 
this huge crop is processed into 
applesauce or apple slices and 
canned' for use during seasons ' 
when fresh apples are not 
readily available. - — « — 

Apples are among the most 
healthful of fruits. They are 
relatively low in vitamins which 
we hear so much about, but 
have two very unique and out- 
standing health promoting qual- 
ities which no other fruit pos- 
sesses to the same degree. 

The chewing of apples cleans 
the teeth better than any brush 
and dental cleanser you can 
buy. This has been demonstrated 



in several experiments. There- 
fore, for a healthful, tooth- 
polishing snack after school, 
let the young folks eat apples. 

Another important benefit 
from eating apples is the bulk 
which is added to the diet. 
This improves the digestion 
processes of people of all ages, 
especially for infants and our 
senior citizens. Apples are also 
excellent for figure watchers. 
Their relatively low nutrient 
value is a welcome addition to 
the menu of those who wish to 
stay slim and active. 

Apples can be used in many 
ways to add interest and variety 
to meals. Start the day right 



by putting some applesauce in 
your pancake or waffle batter. 
It adds moisture, lightness and 
flavor which will delight your 
family, or, make your pancakes 
and waffles as usual, but use 
applesauce on top Instead of 
syrup. It is tasty and less fat- 
tening. Fried apples are also 
an excellent breakfast treat. 

Apple pie is always a favorite 
dessert, but try some cobbler 
or baked apple for variety. A 
quick and easy dessert may be 
prepared from applesauce with 
a scoop of vanilla ice cream. 
Regardless of how you use them, 
apples are good and good for 
you.

Many of u s have colorful 
plants planted outside in our 
flower beds that will give us 
just as much color and en- 
joyment If they are saved from 
the frost and brought inside. 
Plants such as coleus, begonia 
and geranium can be brought 
in and will grow and produce 
beautiful house plants In only 
a short time. 

Rather than transplant the 
entire plant, however, it will 
be much easier to take cut- 
tings of those plants desired 
for Indoor use. Cuttings from 
herbaceous (or soft stemmed) 
plants will usually root in less 
than two weeks when placed in 
a rooting medium such as ver- 
mlculite, Band and peat mix- 
ture or perlite. Cuttings rooted 
in this way form a dense net- 
work of fibrous roots which sus- 
tain the plant much better when 
it is transplanted. « 

The cuttings, after they have 
rooted, should be transplanted 
to regular potting soil, watered 
well to firm the soil around 
the roots and placed in a bright 
place, but not in direct sun- 
light. 

For those who like to "watch 
things grow", rooted cuttings 
are a rewarding experience.

The 1968 football season for 
Virginia Beach high schools is 
already more than half over and 
the races are beginning to shape 
up. As the seventh game ap- 
proaches for most city schools, 
only First Colonial figures in 
major contention for the Eastern 
District crown. 

The Patriots currently lead 
the district with six consecutive 
wins, having scored 130 points 
in all games against only 19 
for all their opponents. But 
First Colonial still ranks be- 
hind Maury in the statewide 
standings. Maury is ranked 
eighth, tied with Tazewell, while 
First Colonial this week grabbed 
the tenth spot in the standings, 
up one rung from last week. 

Granby is ranked llth state- 
wide and also Just behind the 
Patriots in the Eastern District 
Patriots in the Eastern District.

While* Norfolk City officials, 
including Community Promo- 
tion Director Denzil Skinner, 
are categorically denying a re- 
port in last week's edition of 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN con- 
cerning the recently completed 
stadium study in Norfolk, strong 
rumors still persist that would 
support the claim. 

The SUN reported last week 
that the report which was pre- 
sented to Norfolk City Council 
by consultants was not complete 
and that Dr. Alfred Gobar's 
consulting group had recomm- 
ended a primary site in Vir- 
ginla^each Tor the two-stadium 
complex rather than the Lans- 
dale Circle in Norfolk site in 
the original report. 

It now appears that the study 
as presented to City Council was 
in effect complete, but it is 



reported it did not agree with 
the original draft which took 
regional needs into consider- 
ation and recommended a site 
in Virginia Beach. 

Dr. Gobar did talk with Vir- 
ginia Beach Planning Director 
Patrick Standing about stadium 
sites in Virgina before draw- 
ing his report. The consultant 
also told Council in Norfolk that 
he was an economist and did 
not care about city lines. He 
added that he was interested 
only in finding the best site. 
It was at this point that Skinner 
pointed ou t that Nor folk had or- 
dered and paid for the study and 
the stadiums would be built 



in Norfolk, according to a 
Norfolk City Councilman. 

One Norfolk City official, who 
asked not to be identified, said, 
"The final report mentions Vir- 
ginia Beach a number of times, 
and if you read between the 
lines, it says Virginia Beach 
would be a better place to 
build than in Norfolk. 

Meanwhile the Norfolk City 
Planning Commission has app- 
roved the Norfolk stadium site, 
in spite of objections raised 
by the Southeastern Virginia 
Regional Planning Commission, 
which is in or e , int e r ested in — 
regional stadium needs.

Virginia* Beach now has a 
minimum housing code, pending 
another favorable vote by City 
Council on Nov. 14 at the next 
regular meeting. With only one 
dissenting vote from Pungo 
Councilman Kenneth White- 
hurst, the ordinance was passed 
on first reading Monday. 

The public hearing was con- 
siderably shorter than had been 
expected and few personr«*r 
appeared to speak on the mat 
ter. Nearly all of those who 
spoke or who .sent letters, in- 
cluding representatives from 
the Tidewater Association of 
tiome Builders and the pre- 
dominately Negro Virginia 
Beach Council on Human Re- 
lations, approved the long- 
sought measure with few res- 
ervations. 

Some clarifications of lang- 
uage were asked and City At- 
torney Harry Marshall reques- 
ted that anyone with a question 
or" anyone suggesting amend- 
ments could get in touch with 
his office. He said that if any 
amendments were to be made 
they could be done at the time 
of passage on second reading.

Next Tuesday night one pre- 
cinct in Virginia Beach will 
be watched nationwide.

This election marks another 
first in Virginia Beach. The 
early bird prognosticator, Wash 
Woods precinct, is no more. 
It was combined with Sigma Pre- 
cinct with the advent of voting 
machines in all precincts in 
Virginia Beach. 

The entire voting population 
of Wash Woods usually voted 
at one t ime and usually in t 
"bloc. Since the precinct had less 
than ten registered voters the 
results were known quite early 
in the morning. Those results 
were sought after statewide and 
even nationally, since the voters 
had an uncanny record of voting 
for winners, even if the rest 
of the city or state did not. Many 
have bemoaned the loss of Wash 
Woods precinct as anotherloss 
of Americana, but voting of- 
ficials point out the folly of 



putting an expensive voting 
machine in a small precinct. 

With voting machines now 
installed citywide, results of 
all races at stake in this election 
are expected to be fully known 
by about 9:30 at the latest, 
according to estimates of voting 
officials. That could be subject 
to change if there are many 
absentee ballots to count. The 
absentee ballot activity was 
brisk in the closing days before 
election. ' 

While campaign activity has 
been brisk in Virginia Beach 
in the presidential race, none 
of the six major candidates ever

Headaches Grow 



Zoning, land and land use, 
as usual, consumed much of the 
time of City Council Monday, 
and the prospect for even more 
time Is likely. One Important 
matter was deferred for 30 
days, and Council faces a 24- 
item zoning docket at its next 
regular meeting on Nov. 14. 

In addition the City Planning 
Commission faces a 44-item 
docket which will reach Council 
in December. 

Council Monday approved af- 
ter a two week deferral a re- 
quest of the Thalia Wayside 
Corporation for a zoning change 
on property north of Virginia 
Beach Blvd. and east of Thalia 
Road for 458 high-rise, high- 
rent apartments and town- 
houses. 

The matter was delayed when 
School Supt. E. E. Brickellsaid 
the 150 to 300 children that 
might live in the apartments 
could not attend the already 
full Thalia School. In approving 



the action Council pointed out 
that school officials had agreed 
mat Thalia School could be 
added to in the next four to 
six years in which the develop- 
ment will be built to accom- 
modate adequately the number 
of students. A meeting Was held 
between developers, Council and 
school officials to work out the 
problems. 

An application of William M. 
Campbell for a zoning change 
from residential to commercial 
on Smokey Road and Indepen- 
dence Blvd. was denied. 

The opening of an alley or 
part of an alley behind homes 
on Atlantic Avenue between 51st 
and 52nd Streets was deferred 
for thirty days when it appeared 
all residents could not agrecon 
the alley opening. Council had 
recommended that only a part 
of the alley be opened to allow 
all resident:, normal ingress 
and egress,but Commonwealth's 
Attorney Andre Ivans, who lives 



in one of the homes, asked that 
Council move the entrance a 
few feet to help his property. 
Another resident then objected. 
Had the alley been opened all 
the way it would have passed 
within two feet of Evans' bouse. 
An apparent error was made 
when the house was built.

Another improvement sug- 
gested by police officials is in 
the Special Weapons Range. In 
addition to providing facilities 
for firearms training for of- 
ficers of the Virginia Beach 
police department, the range is 
also used by agents of the Nor- 
folk FBI Office, the Tidewater 
Police Academy, and members 
of the local Alcholic Tax Unit. 
While the range is one of the 
finest in the state, additional 
improvements are indicated as 
being necessary to maintain 
the range at a maximum state 
of usefulness. 

Police officials also pointed 
out that another area of future 
improvements involves the de- 
par t ment's communications 
system. Various plans have al- 
ready been discussed in this 
area and will be outlined in 
greater detail in future issues 
of the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN.

A Norfolk police officer may 
have become a heart transplant 
donor as a result of an auto 
accident on Northampton Blvd.

On the 
other hand, should those who 
advocate LBD be successful on 
Tuesday, Nov. 5, the opponents 
of LBD cannot instigate another 
referandum in Virginia Beach 
under the provisions of the 
current legislative authoriza- 
tion.

Because of this discrimina- 
tion, among other reasons, I 
' respectfully ask for a "NO" 
vote against liquor-by- the-dr ink 
on Nov. 5th. 

Those who have sought LBD 
have produced an enormous vol- 
ume of premises supported only 
by innuendos, deceit, collusion 
and derogation. Unfounded sta- 
tements have been their hall- 
mark. 

There is a preponderance of 
evidence that with LBD there 
may be expected an increased 
burden for our fine police de- 

tment, our courts (already 



restricted by higher court de- 
cisions), our penal, welfare and 
rehabilitation institutions, and 
our community and family life. 
This conclusion is based not 
upon nightmares, but upon hard 
cold irrefutable evidence com- 
plied in those communities 
which have inaugurated LBD.

1969 Election A Iready 
Is in Planning Stage 



With election day 1968 still a few days 
away and the outcome of numerous important 
issues still unresolved as a result, plans 
are moving ahead in Virginia Beach-- for 
election day 1969. 

Two members of the House of Delegates 
from Virginia Beach must again be elected, 
and, of course, a new governor for the Old 
Dominion will be chosen in 1969. While the 
general election in both races does not come 
until November, the July Democratic primary 
races are already beginning to shape up. 
Some of that shaping has already been made 
public. Some will be made public soon, and 
still other shaping is being done quietly behind 
the scenes. 

Within the next few days both of Virginia 
Beach's incumbent members of the House of 
Delegates are expected to announce they will 
seek re-election, subject to the July primary. 
But it is reliably reported that many of the 
backers of B. R. Middleton are encouraging 
a coalition of their candidate and Kenneth 
Whitehurst, Jr. The two, while recently working 
together as co-chairmen of the Downing cam- 
paign, were on opposite sides of the Democratic 
party when nominated in 1967. 

It has also been reported that Middleton's 
ex-running mate for the House of Delegates 
in 1967, Joseph Gawrys, is again planning to 
enter the primary as a House candidate. 
Gawrys ran a good race in 1967, but came in 
third. Where Gawrys' support lies Is unclear 
at this time, but it is thought that a Whitehurst- 
Mlddleton ticket is being considered to either 
force the hand of any potential opposition or 
to force out of the race entirely all opposition. 

At the same time attorney Joseph Canada, 
ex-assistant Commonwealth's attorney, is also 
reportedly about to announce his intentions 
to run for the House of Delegates. Other 
sources say that the Henry Howell for Governor 
forces in Norfolk are also quite interested 
in fielding at least one Virginia Beach candidate 
for the House of Delegates. 

Republican leaders also say they plan to 
field a strong slate for the House of Delegates, 
that slate likely to be decided In a primary 
for the first time. Llnwood Holton, defeated 
by Gov. Mills E. Godwin Jr., in 1965, is expected 



to emerge again as the Gof standard Dearer 
for governor in 1969. 

This picture is not as clear on the Democratic 
side, with three already announced candidates 
and one more possible entry within the next 
ten days or so. Howell, Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard 
and William Battle are already in the primary 
race, and VPI president Dr. Marshall Hahn 
may yet announce his intentions to run. A 
four-way race in the primary would represent 
every possible faction of the Virginia Demo- 
cratic party. 

Behind the scenes political manuevering in 
Virginia Beach is apparently already underway. 
A few days ago forces of V. A. Etheridge, 
City Treasurer, attended a fish fry given by 
Etheridge. Both fish and politics were on the 
menu, according to one of the approximately 
50 guests. 

While there has been no publicity of the 
event; one of the guests was a reporter of 
the Norfolk VIRGINIAN-PILOT, Morris Rowe. 

One of the other guests said, "He writes 
what we want him to write. We fed him during 
the '67 campaign and he wrote it our way." 

When the truth of this statement was ques- 
tioned and doubt duly noted, the source added, 
"Have you seen a story in the PILOT about 
the meeting? Do you think 50 Organization 
people could meet for any kind of meeting 
without Rowe finding something sinister in it 
and putting a story in the paper about It?" 

This leads to speculation that forces loyal 
to Etheridge are already planning campaign 
strategy for 1969 and that overt political action 
can be expected soon. In 1967 Etheridge split 
with the Organization forces during the races 
for Constitutional officers for Virginia Beach 
and for the State Senate and the House of 
Delegates. The new opposition forces at that 
time elected four to offices following a hot 
primary. 

Since that time however, there has been 
some reported defection from the opposition 
ranks ana some reshuffling of the opposition 
power structure. While its relative strength 
. is not considered as strong at present as it 
was a year ago, 1969 promises once more 
to offer a great deal of political action la 
Virginia Beach.

The word Halloween is Gae- 
lic, not English. Guy Fawkes 
Day, Nov. 5, takes the place 
of Halloween in England. 

When the Catholic Gaelics ar- 
rived in America, so did Hal- 
loween. The colonists began 
holding gatherings at farmhous- 
es on the night of Oct. 31. 
Apples and nuts were plentiful 
at this time of year, so they 
were usually served. It was 
sometimes known as "Snap Ap- 
ple" dr "Nutcrack" night. 



their sins were expiated, and 
they were released to go to 
the Druid heaven. Horses and 
humans were sacrificed at this 
time (Human victims were usu- 
ally criminals.) by burning them 
alive in cages. This was out- 
lawed in 61 A.D. by the Romans. 

But in medieval Europe black 
cats were still put in wicker 
cages and burned alive. The 
cats were believed to be fam- 
ilies of witches, or even the 
witches themselves who they 
believed could take the form of 
a black cat. 

Allhallows was incorporated 
into the Christian calendar. It 
was a day to honor all saints, 
known and unknown. The ear- 
liest report of such a general 
commemoration is one in An- 
tioch right after Pentecost. 
Pope Gregory III fixed the an- 
niversary as Nov. 1 in the 
eighth century. 

In each church on this day 
there was a display of the re- 
lics of that particular church's 
patron saint. Poorer churches 
had no relics, so members 
masqueraded as the patron 
saint. Outside the §hyrch peo- 
ple added fairies and goblins 
as well as sanctified and un- 
sanctified souls. 

Jack-o'-lanterns are of Irish 
tradition. The Irish had no 
pumpkins but carved outsized 



lanterns. The celebration was 
a scattered, regional affair un- 
til after the great Irish immi- 
gration in the 1840's. Then it 
became observed nationally. 

The Irish folktales of the 
"little people" got involved too. 
"Little people" were believed 
to be constantly hovering and 
were especially active on Hal- 
loween. Any mischief could be 
blamed on them. (Practical 
jokes were characteristic of 
pioneer communities.) 



It. is believed that "trick 
- or treat" developed from the 
practice of rustics on the evt»; 
of Samhain in the district be-- 
tween Ballycotton and Trabol-- 
gan parading through" the dis- 
trict, stopping at houses and 
asking for contributions in the 
name of "Muck Olla" (proba- 
bly a pervision of sbme old 
Druid god). The processions 
were led by a man in a white 
robe with a horse-head mask. 
Also in the procession were 
young men walking and blowing 
cows' horns. They recited a 
string of verses which said that 
if the farmer's prosperity was 
to continue, he had better make 
a generous contribution to the 
spirit. 

Whatever its history, Hallo- 
ween is still a day looked for- 
ward to by millions of children 
every year. Happy spooking to 
all.

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Shrubs Need Care Before Winter 



Editor's Note: Here is another 
In fine series on home hort- 
iculture by Wesley P. JudMns, 
extension horticulture special- 
ist at Virginia Tech. 

Fall care of shrubs is very 
Important if you want them to 
survive the winter in healthy 
condition and be ready to grow 
next spring. There are several 
jobs you must not neglect if 
you are to have beautiful land- 
scape plantings. 

Shrubs must be well watered 
before the ground freezes. This 
is very critical for evergreens 
and for new plantings which 
may not be well established. 
If the weather is quite dry dur- 
ing the fall you should apply 
water to shrubs about once a 
week until the ground freezes. 

You may ask why shrubs need 
water during the winter when 
they are dormant. Actually, they 
do not stay inactive all winter. 
This is especially true with 
evergreens. Whenever the tem- 
perature gets above 40 degrees 
Fahrenheit, growth may start. 
They will lose water, especially 
if they are in a windy location. 

The troubles called sunburn 
and windburn are primarily 
caused by loss of water, A 
good supply of soil moisture is 
just as important in winter as 
in summer. In fact, if rain or 
snowfall continues to be light, 
you should apply more irrig- 
ation in midwinter, whenever 
the ground is thawed. 

Renew the mulch around your 
shrubs this fall to help con- 
serve soil moisture. A two- 
inch layer is about the right

Ground corn cobs 
may be used but should not eon- 
tain grain which would attract 
mice which may chew the bark 
from the stems of your shrubs. 

As a rule, mice do not cause 
serious damage to shrubs. To 
reduce the hazard, keep the 
mulch several inches back from 
the stems. The best procedure 
is to place a small mound of 
crushed stone or coarse gravel 
around the stem of each shrub. 
Mice usually will not make 
tunnels through or under such 
a barrier, and will not climb 
on top of the stones because 
they do not like to be exposed. 



One last caution! Do not prune 
shrubs this fall just before 
cold weather. Pruning removes 
reserve food materials and 
weakens the plant. If a sharp 
drop in temperature occurs, the 
shrub may be damaged or killed 
by winter injury. 



Very light pruning may be 
done to remove a few long, 
objectional branches. If such 
growth occurs on evergreen 
shrubs, wait and do your prun- 
ing during the holiday season. 
The cut stems can then be used 
for arrangements and decora- 
tions in the home.

I get many questions about 
when is the proper time to 
transplant trees and shrubs into 
one's landscape. The answer 
in almost all cases, if you are 
doing it yourself, is during 
the dormant season. 

With this answer, a subse- 
quent question usually follows: 
What is the dormant season? 

The dormant season is that 
time of year when leaves drop 
from deciduous trees and gro- 
wth of shrubs and trees stops. 
In other words, late fall and 
winter. 

When transplanting shrubs 
and trees, dig a hole at least 
twice as big as the root ball 
of the plant to be planted. Fill 
in the bottom of the hole with 
good topsoil. Then you can place 
the tree or shrub in the hole. 
Be sure that the hole is big 
enough for the roots to spread 
naturally; don't crowd them into 
a .small hole. The plant should 
be held vertically, the remain- 
ing soil placed in the hole, 
topsoil first, and the soil tamped 
around the roots. Following 
this, the plant should be thor- 
oughly watered so that the soil 
is packed more firmly, and the 
root ball will remain moist. 

A tree should be held in 
place by three guy wires. These 
should be placed around the 
tree at about half to two-thirds 
up the trunk, using rubber 
hosing or some other suitable 
material to insure that the wires 
will not skin the trunk. 

When transplanting, tree and 
shrubs should be cut back by 
about one-third to compensate 
for the loss of roots. In some 
instances, an anti - dessicant 
spray is used by nurseries to
